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INTRODUCTION. 



The Election for North Northumberland in July, 1841, a 
full and authentic record of which will be found in the following 
pages, was one of public principle, and offered a trial of strength 
between the two great parties in the State, to ascertain which of the 
two had the preponderance in the Northern Division of the County 
of Northumberland . The result was the rejection of Lord Howick, 
the former Whig or Liberal Member, and the return of Mr. Baker 
Cresswell, the Tory or Conservative Candidate, in his place, the 
electors thus sending as their Representatives to the Commons^ 
House of Parliament two members of Conservative Principles. 
Lord Ossulston had represented the Division since the passing 
of the Reform Bill in 1832. The election arose out of a Dissolution 
of Parliament, that measure having been resorted to by the Whig 
(Melbourne) Administration, in consequence of the rejection of 
their " Budget"*** and " Corn Law" Propositions by the represen- 
tatives of the people. 

In the Appendix will be found some very interesting matters 
relative to the Elections for the County of Northumberland since 
1714, namely, a copy of the Poll Book of 1722, and the portion 
of that of 1734 known to be in existence. 

The Publisher has spared neither labour nor cost to make 
this work as accurate as possible, and he ventures to hope that it 
will form an interesting feature in the history of the County of 
Northumberland.

Gentlemen, — The Requisition of Mr. Baker Cresswell and his 
Address have just been put into my hands. Mr. Cresswell informs you 
that the question you are called upon to decide is, whether I do or do not 
possess your confidence ; and in order that this question may be tried, he 
has formed an avowed coalition with my late colleague, for the purpose of 
obtaining, for the powerful party to which he belongs, both the seats for 
the Northern Division of Northumberland. Gentlemen, I accept the 
issue which Mr. Cresswell has called upon you to decide. If any vote I 
have given during the 15 years I have sat in Parliament — ^if any act of 
my public life has been inconsistent with the professions I made to you 
from the hustings in this town in the year 182a — ^if, during the 10 years 
I have had the honour of representing my native county, I nave failed in 
attention to the duties which in this situation devolved upon me—you will 
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do right in dismissing me from your service. If, on the contrary^ you

VII. 

NOMINATION OF CANDIDATES AT ALNWICK. 



The nomination of Candidates for the Representation of the Northern 
Division of the Connty of Northumberland m Parliament took place at 
Alnwick on Tuesday, July 6, 1841, and passed off in the most peaceable and 
orderly manner. The cnange of feeling and opinion exhibited in this 
Division of the County within the last few years is so remarkable as to 
call for particular notice. For ten years one of the seats has been held 
by Lord Howick, son and heir of Earl Grey, who has filled high official 
situations under the Whig Government, and might be supposed, there, 
fore, to have strong claims upon the consideration of the Electors of this, 
his native County. During the reform mania he was, to a certain extent, 
the popular candidate ; but, alas, how are the tables turned ! Lord 
Howick is now scouted by those who have had the best opportunities of 
estimating his public character, as well as by many of the freeholders who 
formerly supported his pretensions to the representation of the County. 
If any evidence of this fact were needed, it is to be found in the result of 
the contest ; but it is also a remarkable circumstance, that in passing 
through to the centre of the County, on the nomination day, when the 
friends of rival Candidates are usually distinguished by the colours which 
they display, we did not observe a single manifestation in favour of Lord 
Howick, whilst the supporters of Lord Ossulston and Mr. Baker Cresswell 
were met with everywhere. The Town of Morpeth, though in its Borough 
Constituency subject to the dictation of Castle Howard, was the scene of 
most enthusiastic demonstrations in favour of the Conservative Candidates, 
there being scarcely a house in the principal street that had not a flag 
displayed from the window. All the way along the turnpike too, similar 
enthusiasm was manifested, and the entire County seemed animated by 
the same spirit of devoted attachment to the glorious institutions of our 
country, imperilled for a season by the profligate members of a degraded 
and powerless Government. From an early hour in the morning of 
Tuesday, the Electors were pouring into Alnwick from all parts of the 
County, and, as if by an uncontrolled impulse, they made their way to 
the " White Swan," the Conservative Inn, whilst scarcely a single in- 
dividual was to be seen in the vicinity of " The Star," honoured on this 
occasion by the august presence, but not very profuse patronage> of the 
Viscount Howick. Lord Ossulston and Mr. Baker Cressweir were 
decidedly the popular Candidates. Shortly after nine o'clock Mr. Cress- 
well arrived in a carriage and four, at Alnwick, from his seat, Cresswell, 
near Morpeth, escorted by a numerous procession of his substantial 
tenantry on horseback, and other Electors of the County, accompanied 
with banners, and headed by an effective band. The procession halted in 
front of the White Swan, when three hearty cheers were given and 
responded to in the most enthusiastic manner. Soon after Lord Ossulston 
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arrived from Broome Park, the seat of Wm. Burrell, Esq. near Alnwick, 
and the Noble Lord was received with equal respect and approbation. 
The scene was most interesting, and must have been gratifying in the 
highest degree to the feelings of the Hon. Candidates. At the hour 
appointed for the commencement of the proceedings, the Candidates had 
reached the httstitigt» which had been erected in the Market-place. 
Amongst the friends and supporters of each Candidate we noticed the 
following :— 

Lord Howick was accompanied to the hustings by a very indifferent 
array of county gentlemen — a sufficient proof of the estimation in which 
they hold his wild and extravagant opinions on general politics and the 
grave ^estion of agricultural protection. Amongst the Noble Lord's 
supporters were Charles Wm. Bigge^ Esq, of Linden, (his proposer,) 
Pndeatut John Selby, Esq. of Twizell House, (his seconder,) J. S. 
Dondtlson Selby, Esq., Prid. Selby, Esq., Gen. Grey, the Rev. H. J.

£sq. (^who appeared to act as fugleman to the party, and who exerted 
himself with an earnestness characteristic of a renegade politiciai?,) John 
Cart, Esq., Geo. Darling, Esq., John Grey, Esq,, Dr. Wilson^ Philip 
NaSm, Esq., &t;. 

The Conservative Candidates, Lord Ossulston and Mr. Baker Cress- 
Well, proceeded to the hustings, attended by a formidable body of county 
gentlemen and substantial yeomen from all parts of the Division, 
amongst "whom were Wm. Burrell, Esq. of Broome Park, (proposer of 
Iiiord Ussulston), and Wm. Orde, Esq. of Nunnykirk, (seconder of Lord 
Ossulston), Bertram Osbaldeston Mitford, Esq. of Mitford Castle, (pro- 
poser of Mr. Baker Cresswell), and James Henry HoUis Atkinson, Esq. 
at Angerton> (seconder of Mr. Baker Cresswell), John Hodgson Hinde, 
Esq. M.P., Richard Hodgson, Esq. M.P., Major Hodgson Cadogan, 
Wm. Watson, Esq., Robt. Ogle, Esq., Major Clutterbuck, Capt, Coul- 
sim, Geo. Bnrdon, Esq., Wm. Lawson, Esq., R. Trevelyan, Esq., Chas.

The nsual preliminaries having been gone through. 

The HIGH SHERIFF of the County, Sir Matthew White Ridley, 
Bart., addressing the Electors of the Northern Division of the County 
of Northumberland, observed — 

That it would be perfectly useless in him to address them upon the 
subject for which, under Her Majesty's Writ, they were that day assem- 
bled ; suffice it, therefore, merely to say, that he trusted that gooa feeling, 
good humour, and impartiality, and a just and equal forbearance would 
be exercised towards all the Candidates that would be proposed for their 
suffrages. Let each one recollect that argument was not to be repelled by 
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clamour^ nor the cause of tf uth and justice forwarded by personal inTective. 
(Loud applause.) These being the feelings of his own mind, in which he 
did not Qoubt they all participated, they would at once proceed to the 
business of the day. Had any Elector any Candidate to propose ? 

CHARLES WM. BI6GE, Esq. of Linden, (who, we were sorry to 
observe, appeared to be labouring under severe indisposition) then came 
forward to propose Lord Howidc, and was received with partial dieering. 
He said — 

Her most gracious Majesty having resolved on appealing to her people 
in this momentous crisis, and to assemble a new Parliament, they were 
called together for the exercise of one of the most important privileges 
they possessed, that of choosing their representatives. Though fiom 
illness and infirmity he was but little capable of performing that duty 
which he had undertaken, and from whidi he had always received the 
highest gratification, yet he depended upon that kindness which he had 
always received at their hands when he cmce more intruded himself upon 
their notice. He had neither power nor inclination to go into an enu- 
meration oi those measures which had produced the long discussions and 
final dissolutiim of the late Parliament. He would leave the task to one 
more capable than himself — one who now came before them to render an 
account of his stewardship, and whom, he trusted, they would place in the 
proud situation which he desired to fill, and in which he had always con. 
ducted himself, equally to the advantage of the country and his own credit. 
He had confidence in this result when he brought forward a nobleman of 
upright integrity of purpose, of splendid abilities, and devoted attention to 
the duties which had ever distinguished the parliamentary career of Lord 
Howick, for his noble friend had redeemed every pledge which, at the 
first election, he in his bdbtalf had given them. Upon these grounds he 
ventured now to ask for their suffrages on behalf of his noble friend. Lord 
Howick, who, he trusted, would be returned as one of their representatives 
in the ensuing Parliament. He had the greatest confidence in the success 
of this application, and if it should be as he anticipated, he would then 
feel that he had dischai^ed his duty — a duty undertaken by him, but at 
the same time feeling too sensibly that it was beyond his power to perform 
it adequately. With that conviction he should retire into private life, with 
the consciousness of having performed his last duty to his country. He 
begged to propose Lord Viscount Howick as one of the Knights of the 
8faire to represent the Northern Division of the County of Northumber- 
land in the ensuing Parliament. 

PRIDEAUX JOHN SELBY, Esq. of Twizell House, seconded the 
nomination of Lord Howick. 

He observed that he had already three times before had the satisfaction 
of proposing the Noble Lord as their representative in Parliament ; and 
he appeared before them on this occasion with not less satisfaction, for 
during the length of time— upwards of ten years— he had not been an 
inattentive observer of the conduct of their representative. During that 
thaae he had satisfactorily discharged his duties in Parliam^it — ^he had 
been attentive to the interests of the county — and the consistent sup- 
porter of those principles upon which he first entered public life. Upon 
those principles they had elected him as their representative three ois- 
tinct times, and he now called upon them as one who had never dis- 
graced them, not to desert him at the present lime. The independence of 
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the connty was now assailed. They had arrayed against them not only 
the titled proprietors of the county^ but he was sorry to say a great pro. 
portion of the other larse proprietors of the county^ but he was certain 
their good sense and independence would not allow that intention to be 
carried into effect^ which must place this county in the unenviable situa- 
tion of a rotton pocket borough. He should now conclude by seconding 
the nomination of his noble friend^ Lord Howick^ as a fit and proper 
person to represent them in Parliament. 

WM. BIJRRELL^ Esq. of Broome Park^ next rose to propose Lord 
Ossulston^ and was received with loud cheering. 

He had never stood before them with greater pleasure or confidence 
than on this occasion ; pleasure increased by repetition^ for it was now 
the third time that he had had the honour of presenting to them his noble 
friend^ Lord Ossulston, as a fit and proper person to represent them in 
the Commons' House of Parliament, and whose claims to their favour they 
had thrice affirmed and sanctioned by their confidence and support ; con^ 
Jvdence arising from experience of the past, which gave him good ground 
to hope that the union between the representative and his constituents, 
begun under such favourable circumstances, would become more binding 
than ever by the events of that day. They would recollect that when he 
first undertook the duty which he was at present performing he ventured 
to pledge himself that they would find the politics of their candidate to 
be of a thoroughly conservative character. He appealed to the votes 
which he had uniformly given in the House of Commons in proof that he 
had redeemed his pledge. Nor could he allude to this circumstance with, 
out noticing at the same time the distinguished regularity with which he 
had discharged all his parliamentary duties. He had only further to add 
that he was an unflinching friend to agriculture. You, gentlemen, his 
constituents, are for the most part connected with the land, and as you 
have hitherto found, so, he was convinced, they always would find him 
watchful over their peculiar interests, and a steady opponent of all unneu 
cessary interference with laws regulating the importation of com, both 
for their benefit and that of the public at large — ^the country at large, he 
said, which must prosper or decay, stand or fall, according to the protec- 
tion granted to their labours. 

WILLIAM ORDE, Esq. of Nunnykirk, rose and seconded the nomi- 
nation of Lord Ossulston. He said — 

The electors were that day called upon to discharge a most important 
duty — they were called upon to exercise the privilege of sending repre^ 
sentatives to Parliament, a duty at' all times of paramount importance, 
but upon this occasion, of incalculable value. The people had been 
appealed to through the counsels of Her Majesty's weak and incapable 
Ministers — ^weak and incapable on his honour he believed them to be, for 
they had introduced wild and speculative measures which they had not 
the power to carry ; and, like desperate gamesters, they had staked their 
fate upon the hazard of the die, and they must stand the hazard of it 
They had no characters to lose. They had forfeited ever3^hing dear to 
man, and now, with a view of bolstering up their broken fortunes, they 
brought forward a measure for the regulation of the importation of foreign 
corn, which was indeed a riddle and an absurdity. They proposed to 
diminish the duty on foreign sugar, and thus give encouragement to the 
slave trade. They violated every description of property in Canada ia 
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order to encourage the Baltic trade. The wisdom of the legislature would 
not sanction such measures, and Ministers therefore dissolved Parliament, 
and we are now come here to see whether the wise men of Northumber- 
land would assist in sending their visionary mountebanks to Parliament — 
{Laughter and ckeers)^-OT whether they would send his honourable 
friendy who would on all occasions promote the best interests of the 
country. He trusted the consequences of this day would be not only the 
return of his noble friend, but that another excellent Conservative would 
be returned along with him — C^^>^ cheers J — on whose high and honour- 
able character, distinguished talents, and persevering industry-— whose 
conduct in all the relations of life was so eminently correct ana satisfac- 
tory. (Loud applause, J He trusted if they sent two Conservatives to 
Parliament, it would be a precedent that would be followed by other 
constituencies throughout the country ; and the consequence would be 
that they, instead of the present miserable administration, would have 
combined the statesman.like mind of Sir Robert Peel — ^the eloquence of 
Lord Stanley — ^the industry of Lord Aberdeen — ^and the powerful and 
splendid mind of Lord Lyndhurst, and soon this great country would be^ 
come respected among the nations of the earth, which was not the case 
under the guidance of those unwise Ministers whom Lord Howick was 
compelled for a time to serve. The Noble Lord, however, thought their 
measures so revolutionary that, at length, he was obliged to leave them — -^ 
he manfully quitted his office, and he, (Mr. Orde) gave him credit for it. 
But unfortunately afterwards, with more generosity than judgment, he 
took them by the hand and politically identified himself with them. 
{Applause. J Now, look at Lord Melbourne, with a calibre of mind equal 
to be a Lord of the Bedchamber, or a fool with a silver stick — when they 
saw him, instead of attending to the interests of his department and con- 
sidering the policy of Europe, dandling down to Windsor— everlastingly 
hunting after the muslin of the Queen*— what could they hope from such 
a man ? f Laughter and applause, J He trusted they would this day 
send two Conservative representatives to Parliament, and he now had the 
honour of seconding one of them, namely, my Lord Ossulston, who had 
always fulfilled his pledges and discharged his duties most faithfully! 
Cljoud and long cheering,) 

BERTRAM OSBALDESTON MITFORD, Esq, of Mitford 
Castle, proposed Mr. Baker Cresswell, in appropriate terms, as a fit and 
proper person to represent the electors in Parliament ; and his nomina- 
tion was seconded by JAMES HENRY HOLLIS ATKINSON, Esq. 
of Angerton. 

LORD HOWICK then presented himself, and was received with 
mingled hisses and cheers, the former, with other marks of disapprobation, 
preponderating to a considerable extent. The Noble Lord said — 

The electors had now heard all those gentlemen who had candidates to 
propose, and it was therefore their duty as candidates to address them- 
selves to the electors. He appeared before them this day to take his 
trial. A formal accusation had been preferred against him. They had 
been told that during the ten years he had the honour to represent them, 
he had misused the trust which they had placed in his hands — ^that he 
had ill-discharged the duties of the situation to which they had called 
him^ and that they were now to refuse to re-elect him. This was a 
grievous charge, and the punishment by which it was proposed to follow 
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it wayB a severe one. To be deprived of the high honour of representing 
tih^n — to be condemned by those whom for ten years he had been proud 
to represent, and whom it had been the study of his life to serve faith- 
fully — ^this was a severe punishment ; but if, at the same time, severe 
though it be — if the charge were a just one — if, indeed, he had abused 
their confidence — ^he should not complain of the severity of that punish- 
ment. It was the proper course for them to adopt if they were satisfied 
that he had failed to acquit himself of the duties he had undertaken ; and 
all he asked of them was this, that before they pronounced his oondemna- 
tioa, they would give a patient hearing to what he had to urge in his own 
defence. He was persuaded that, in appealing to their sense of justice 
thus ioT^ he might do so with perfect confidence ; he was persuaded that 
his <»pponents had too much of tliat fair play which distinguishes English- 
men, to wish to deprive him of the opportunity of being heard, even for 
some considerable length, in defence of his conduct, which had been ar- 
raigned. (Heary hear, and applause.) The nature of the grounds upon 
which his re-election was opposed, he had to gather from the speeches 
whidi had just been made by the proposers and seconders of the other 
candidates, and the addresses which the latter had put forth to the 
public. He was extremely sorry that from the position which he occu. 
pied on the hustings, there was but one of those speeches which he had 
oistinctly heard. It was the very amusing speech of the proprietor of 
Bee* sowing, (Cheers, and laughter,) He had no fault to find with 
that speech ; it was marked by that good humour which always dis- 
tinguishes the gentleman by whom it was made. But he was at a 
loss to understand from it what were the grounds upon which they 
were called upon to withdraw their confidence from him. He talked 
about what he called the mountebank performances of the Ministry. 
Why that gentleman might be a better judge than he was of what were 
mountebank perf(»:mances ; and perhaps they, after having heard him, 
m%ht also have some faint idea of what a mountebank performance is ; 
bat for his own part he had seen nothing in the conduct of the Ministry 
which deserved that appellation. (Partial interruption, and cries of 
*^ What did they make of Frost ?") When he was done he would be 
happy to hear any observations in reply; but he did hope they would 
allow him to speak without interruption. [[The High Sheriff having 
demanded sil^ice, order was again restored, when his Lordship pro- 
ceeded.]] He was proceeding to argue that the question which they had 
now to decide was not the merits of the present Ministry, because, 
whether they were deserving of confidence or not, he had not the honour 
of being a member of the present Administration. Mr. Orde had very 
fairly tdd them that he had abandoned the situation which he held. He 
disclaimed Mr. Orde's interpretation of the reasons which induced him to 
take that step. But whether Ministers were entitled to confidence or 
ziot was not the question ; they were merely to determine how far he had 
fiUed properly the trust which had been reposed in him, and not how far 
the present Administration deserves the confidence of the country. Mr. 
Orde gave him credit for retiring from the Government : and stated that 
immediately afterwards he had taken them by the hand and acted as their 
friend. It was charged against him by some persons, including many of 
his friends, that instead of identifying himself with the Government, he 
had separated himself from them/ He had not shrunk from that or any

other point of duty when imposed upon him ; but on the other hand^ 
when the measures were right, when he had approved of any proposition 
which were brought forward^ he acted without any regard to former 
differences; and he now asked them whether he had acted the part 
of an honest man in coming forward readily in support of them ? But 
it would be, perhaps^ better to take the address of the gentleman who 
had now come before them for the first time as a candidate for the 
honour of representing them — the first address of Mr. Baker Cress- 
well — as the best and most authentic statement of the grounds upon 
which they were now called upon to reject him. Mr. Cresswell expressly 
t(^ them that his coming forward was to show that the County of 
Northumberland placed no confidence in him (Lord Howick) ; and after 
that declaration, he proceeds to state his own views upon subjects of great 
public interest at tne present day. He, therefore, inferred that those 
points upon which it dw^ells, were the points upon which, in Mr. Cresswell's 
opinion, he had most failed in the performance of the public duty imposed 
upon him : and he would, therefore, take this address of Mr. Cresswell, 
and proceed to consider the various questions to which it called their at- 
tention, and justify, as far as he was able, the course he had adopted in 
Pariiament, and he asked them to judge him by the result of that explanation. 
Mr. Cresswell began by telling them that he would support our glorious 
constitution in Church and State against the attacks of those who were 
attempting to destroy it under the specious name of Reform. They must 
be aware that this ^vas the opinion which he had always professed^ and 
which, he assured them. Lord John Russell and many other persons were 
prepared to act upon in the House of Commons, for that constitution 
Laving recently undergone the great change of the Reform Bill, it was 
inexpedient to make any further changes at present. This opinion he 
would still act upon. He was not aware that upon this point there existed 
the slightest diiterence between Mr. Cresswell and himself; and, there, 
fore, all that he had to remark upon this particular was, that he was very 
glad to find that Mr. Cresswell was of opinion that the constitution yet 
remained to be defended by him. He said he was very glad to find this^ 
because he thought that Mr. Cresswell was one of those persons, who^ 
thirteen years ago, said that if the Bill of Catholic Emancipation was 
carried there was an end of the British constitution. He remembered 
how often he had been told that the British constitution was essentially 
Protestant, and that if we were to commit the sacrilege of admitting 
Catholics into the House of Commons, the British constitution would 
be no more. When his father carried the Reform JQill the same 
argument was used. Again he was told that the measure pro. 
p<»ed by the Whig Government went to the destruction of the 
constitution. He was told that if the Reform Bill passed the British 
constitution would be no more than a name. He was yery glad 
to find that those fears were without foundation. He was happy 
to find that after two mortal blows — that having been twice killed 
-'^-our constitution still survives to be defended by the valorous arm of 
Mr. Cresswell^ who no doubt came forward in its defence with a valour 
not less distinguished than that of Don Quixote, when he charged the 
windmills. C Laughter and partial applause, J Mr. Cresswell next told 
them that he w^ould use his utmost endeavours to extend the blessings of 
a religious education to the poor. He should heartily adopt the same 
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view. But he might remind them during the forty or fifty years of Tory 
Government they had not once ventured to stand forward to promote this 
all-important subject. It was not until the Liberal party had come into 
power that any thing had been done upon this momentous subject. He 
was not aware that on this point there was any difference between Mr. 
Cresswell and himself, because it was known that the National Society for 
the Promotion of Education^ which was supported by the party to which 
the Honourable Gentleman attached himself, after one year refusing to 
take a share in the grant offered by her Majesty's Government on the 
terms proposed^ found it was no great violence of opinion — ^that^ after all^ 
there was not any great harm in having the schools supported by the 
public money^ inspected by persons having competent authority from the 
Government — and, therefore, they very properly put all their old com- 
plaints into their pocket, and acquiesced in the measure of her Majesty's 
Ministers. But he now came to the real grievance — ^he now came to the 
real point of attack against him. Mr. Cresswell said that he would defend 
the agricultural interest against the delusions of the free trader. Now he 
thought it hardly necessary for him to assert that he was as anxious as 
any present for the prosperity of the landed interest. They could hardly 
imagine that he had the insane wish to render the landed property of no 
value ; therefore, whatever his opinions were, they were not influenced 
by personal interests in hostility to the land. He would also say, that 
his opinion upon this question had not arisen in party or political con- 
siderations. The first session he had the honour of a seat in the House 
of Commons, this subject occupied a large portion of time ; and in the 
two sessions of 1827 and 1828, when the present Corn Law was under 
discussion, he joined in opinion with those who contended that 
duties fluctuating with the average price of corn would work very ill 
for the landed interest, as well as every other interest in the country. 
He recorded his vote at that time in a very small minority in favour of 
the principle of a fixed duty upon corn ; and from that time to this, when- 
ever the subject had been under discussion, whether in ofiice or out of 
oflice, he had uniformly given the same vote — a vote in favour of the prin- 
ciple of a fixed duty. (Cheers,) The question, therefore, really was, 
whether the circumstance that he was an advocate of a fixed duty upon 
corn was sufficient to stamp him as an enemy of the landed interest. 
(Cries of '' No") He contended that it was not; and though he was 
perfectly aware that this was a subject far too large and complicated to be 
discussed properly on an occasion like this, still he must offer to them a 
few observations, with the view of showing that the change which he had 
advocated was not calculated to injure them in the manner which had 
been asserted. In the transactions of private life, he asked them whether 
it was not a rule of ordinary prudence to judge of the future from the 
past ? When a person came forward to give them advice upon any sub- 
ject upon which they were really interested, they asked themselves whether, 
in the past, upon similar questions, he had given advice which had proved 
right or wrong. If he had given advice and made anticipations which 
experience had falsified, they naturally looked upon his present advice 
with suspicion and distrust. On the contrary, if he had been right, they 
were disposed to attach considerable weight to his opinion. Now, if they 
applied that rule to the question of the Corn Laws, he asked them how 
would they decide between those who advocated the change and those who 
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maintained the present law ? In the year when this law was under dis- 
cussion^ they were told by its advocates that the effect of the varying sys- 
tem of duties would be to ensure great stability and certainty of prices. 
They were told that they would seldom fall below o5s. on the one side^ 
nor rise above 65s. on the other — ^that both the consumer and the farmer 
would find their interest in this stability of prices — ^that the consumer, on 
the one hand^ would not suffer from an exorbitant price^ nor thelfarmer^ 
on the other^ be injured by the ruinously low rate at which he sold his 
produce. These were the anticipations of the advocates of the law. The 
small minority, of which he was one^ objected to the proposal, alleging 
that the effect of this scheme of varying duties would be to aggravate 
those necessary fluctuations which take place in the price of a commodity, 
the produce of which is dependent upon the seasons. They said that by 
fettering and crippling the operations of trade, by preventing legitimate 
speculation, and converting the dealing in corn into a mere gambling 
speculation — that by these means it would cause the natural fluctuations 
in the price of corn to be infinitely greater than they otherwise would be 
— that at one time the consumer would suffer from a greatly enhanced 
price — at others, the farmer from the ruinous rate at which he would 
sell his produce. These were their anticipations. Now, he would ask 
them which had proved the most correct of the two ? Had the price of 
corn, during the time that the existing Corn Bill had been in operation^ 
been steady. C No," and cheers.) Had it ranged between 55s. and 
65s. ? So far otherwise had it been that at the end of 1835, when he 
was attacked upon that subject, and when it was found that the 
farmers were by no means so enamoured of the Corn Laws as they are 
said to be at the present time — at that period the price of wheat was 
as low as 36s. In that market, at that time, a farmer could not obtain that 
price for the best wheat he had to sell. 36s. was the average of the whole 
kingdom, including the much higher prices of London and the great 
manufacturing towns. For the whole of that year the average of the king- 
dom was only 39s. 5d. Again the average price had risen in January^ 
1839, to the enormous sum of 81s. 7d. These are the " fair, equal, and 
moderate" prices which the advocates of the law assured you would be 
obtained. Well, then, will any man tell me that the law has worked 
well either for the consumer or the farmer ? At this moment, look at the 
distress in our manufacturing districts. Does any man deny the intensity 
of that distress ? Does any man deny that all the great commercial and 
manu&cturing interests of this country are now in a state of extreme de- 
pression ? — ^that the operatives are working what is called short time, and 
the capitalists carrying on their business merely that it may not be aban- 
doned, and without any profit whatever, merely in the hope of keeping 
their machinery on until better times return, but with the certainty that 
without some change in their circumstances they must, of necessity^ 
abandon their business ? This depression affects all departments of busi- 
ness. The revenue is fedling into a state which will make the imposition 
of new taxes necessary unless something be done for the relief of our 
commerce. But perhaps they would tell him that the farmer, at all events, 
was now prosperous. Why, he was not quite so certain even of this. He 
was sure when one discussed the question of whethei it is not now time 
to put an end to the abatements which farmers claim in bad times from 
the rents which they had agreed to pay — ^when that is the question under 
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discussion he did not find the farmers agreeing so entirely in the prosperity 
of their condition, f Cheers and laughter,) But if the farmer was tolera- 
bly well off now he thought he could hardly have forgot what was hia 
situation a very short time ago. The table of the House of Commons 
was night after night literally loaded with petitions from the owners and 
occupiers of land, complaining in the most heart-rending terms of the dis- 
tress to which they were exposed. (Hear,) And those complaints were 
perfectly well founded. No man could say that the real state of the case 
did not justify the complaints which were made. Those petitions were 
referred to a committee^ consisting of many of the most distinguished 
members on both sides of the House, and which enquired very minutely 
into the state of the landed interest, and he would now read their de- 
scription of the formers at that time. Before he did so, perhaps they 
would allow him to tell them who wbs the writer of the report of that 
committee. (Hear,) It was not written by an advocate of a change 
in the Com Laws, but by a gentleman of acknowledged talent, who was 
indeed a free trader formerly, but who now takes up the opposite opinions 
with the proverbial eagerness — ^the proverbial intolerance towards those 
who differ from him — which distinguishes new converts. You are proba« 
bly aware that the person to whom he alluded was Sir James Graham — 
he was the very Achilles of the Corn Law cause — ^he was the person who 
was really looked up to, because they all knew that the enthusiastic friends 
of the existing Corn Laws regarded with great suspicion and misgiving the 
sort of qualified support they get from Sir Robert Peel. (Applatise,) 
They were very jealous of him. They thought — and he must say he 
thought very justly — ^that if he did not deal with them quite so sharply 
as he did with the opponents of Catholic Emancipation — if he did not 
treat them as he had one of his colleagues in office at that time, to whom 
he gave just four and twenty hours to consider whether he would abandon 
all his old opinions or the office which he held ; they thought that if he did 
not make so sharp a change to free trade — ^if he still adhered to the prin. 
ciple of a fluctuating scale of duties — ^he will keep the word of promise to 
the ear but mock it to the sense. You will have a fluctuating scale, but 
it would be so contrived that while it exposed the farmer to sul the incon- 
veniences and uncertainty of trade, it would deprive him of those advan. 
tages which he now supposed he got by the exclusion of foreign corn. But 
he really had not meant to have gone into this — in telling them what 
person was the ^vriter of the report of the committee in 1833, he had been, 
unconsciously rather, led to diverge from the subject which was imme- 
diately before them. After quoting from the report of the former com- 
mittee a page in which it was stated that the great body of the occupiers, 
either from the savings of more prosperous times or from the credit they 
were enabled to obtain, possessesd resources which enabled them to sur- 
mount difficulties which they again laboured under — after quoting this 
page, the report he was now adverting to, proceeded thus : — " Your com- 
mittee, with deep regret, are bound to express a fear that the difficulties 
alone remained unchanged, but that the savings are either gone or greatly 
diminished, the credit failing, and the resources being generally exhausted, 
and this opinion is formed not on the evidence of rent.payers but of many 
most respectable witnesses, as well as owners of land as surveyors and 
land agents." This was the deliberate statement drawn up by Sir James 
Graham and assented to by the committee over which he presided, as to 
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the condition of the occupier of land under the operation of the existing 
Com Laws. This was in 1833. Were those difficulties — was this dis- 
tress—of very short continuance ? Par from it. The distress continued, 
only getting worse and worse, in the years 1834-5. It was towards the 
close of 1835 that it reached its extreme point, when the price of wheat 
was so low that it was utterly impossible it could remunerate the farmer. 
In '36 another committee was appointed by the House of Commons, and 
the evidence given by that committee fully bore out that previously given 
as to the condition of the landed interest. Well, then, would they tell 
him that it was a good system for the farmer — ^that it was a law which 
worked advantageously for the owner and the occupier of land-^which hav- 
ing been in operation some ten or twelve years, had, during the last four 
or five of those exposed the owners and occupiers of land to the very ex- 
tremity of distress ? (Cheers. J Was that a good system which haa en- 
couraged farmers to promise rents which they found totally impossible ta 
pay ? — which had encouraged land owners to let their land, and make 
their family arrangements, and to calculate their expenses, upon the ex- 
pectation of an income which they could not receive without abscdute ruin 
and destruction to their tenants? (Loud cheering,) Had that been a 
good system for the landed interest, and was he an enemy to that 
interest ? — was he to be held up to the farmers as their enemy — ^if he 
said that having been thus tried, and having thus failed, it was time to 
abandon this delusive system and proceed upon a sounder, an honester, 
and a better policy — to place trade upon a firm and secure foundation^ 
and to trust — ^not to what is miscalled " protection" but — ^to British in- 
dustry, to British intelligence, to British enterprize, and to British capi- 
tal, for the welfare of the landed interest ? (Lofud and continued cheer- 
ing.J He had been told by several persons in the course of his canvass 
that they agreed with him that the present fluctatins duties had not 
worked well, and he should, he owned, be most anxious to hear Mr. 
Cresswell's explanation of their great advantages (laughter) because he 
takes his ground so entirely upon that point. He would explain to them, 
he had no doubt, how it was that they worked so well — ^how it was that 
their complete protection did not prevent the price of wheat going down 
to 36s. and 37s. — he would explain all this and the particular grounds 
upon which he preferred a fluctuating duty — a duty varying according 
to the average price of corn— to one which was stated and constant in its 
amount. Well, he had been told by many that they did not object to the 
principle of a fixed duty, but they said that the amount of duty proposed 
by government was greatly too low, and would not afford them what they 
conceived to be adequate protection. Now, upon this point of the amount 
of duty he would fairly say that he did not conceive himself in a situation 
to form a conclusive or definite opinion. (Hisses.) We were not allowed 
to discuss this question in parliament. (Cheering. J The facts bearing 
upon the case have not been brought before us, and not being a member 
of the government he had not had the advantage of seeing the various 
documents, the ofiicial information, by which government had been 
guided in determining upon the amount of duty which they would propose. 
And he would tell them that his mind was open to conviction upon that 
point. He was perfectly ready, if a fair case could be made out, to give 
a higher duty, and to consider what might be urged with that view. He 
thought it would be highly presumptuous in him to say before he had 
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heard what grounds could be urged for demanding a higher rate of duty ; 
he would take his stand positively upon that point which Government had 
proposed. But though he said — and he saia it in ail sincerity — that his 
mind was open to conviction upon that pointy yet he was wilhng to hear 
what was to be urged in favour of a higher rate of duty — ^yet as he scorned 
to endeavour to entrap them into a vote — as he always had dealt^ and 
always would deal with them with perfect frankness — ^he would tell them 
fairly that as far as his present information went^ he was disposed to think 
that it would not be expedient to take a higher amount of duty than that 
which her Majesty's Government had proposed. {Cheers.) He saw nothing 
to warrant the belief that a higher duty could be imposed with advan- 
tage. This question^ however, was one which depended so entirely upon 
details^ and an argument upon it would require to be supported by so 
many quotations, that he would not abuse their patience by goin^ into 
it ; but he would beg leave to urge to those gentlemen who are very much 
alarmed at the prospect of an eight shilling duty^ that instances of an 
apparent very low price in particular places, at particular times, are quite 
consistent with the conclusion to which he had come, and at which many 
gentlemen of far greater commercial knowledge than himself had equally 
arrived — ^that with a fixed duty of 8s. they could not expect corn^ upon 
the average^ to sell in this country at a lower price than somewhere about 
55s. to 56$. — a price^ upon the average of years, not differing from that 
which was obtained under the existing Corn Laws. (Hear.) He said 
that this conclusion was borne out by the average of a long series of 
years of the price in foreign countries, but he would not, as he said before^ 
go into these facts, because it was impossible, in these circumstances, to 
enter into them with effect. But he knew that their opponents would 
turn round upon them and ask, '' If the average price under the system 
which you propose would be the same as the average now is, what is the 
advantage of the change ?" The advantagesof the change would be infinite^ 
more especially to the &rmer, because though the average price would not^ he 
beJievea, differ from the average under the present law^ that average would 
be obtained by much less variation — the price would be subject to infinitely 
less violent fluctuations — ^they would neither have the high prices of 1839 
nor the low prices of 1835. {Hear.) They would have a regular and 
steady trade— neither the farmer nor the consumer would be exposed to 
the injury which they suffered from the present fluctuations — ^they would 
have the trade placed upon a secure foundation — ^it would no longer be 
one of gambling and speculation, but it would be one in which a prudent 
man could venture to embark with confidence. He must also remind 
them that one great advantage of the system would be the trade of exchange 
which they could have with foreign countries. They would receive their 
com in exchange for manufactures^ and would not be exposed to the evils 
which they now experience, when a sudden demand for corn made an 
immediate pressure upon the Bank of England, and placed them within an 
ace of national bankruptcy. C Applause. J They would be relieved from 
the commercial distress and the injury to all classes which they have ex^ 
perienced under the present system. But these are not the only or the 
most important parts of the advantages which would result from the 
change. The change^ in his opinion, was more especially desirable, because 
it formed part of a general plan for the removal of restrictions upon com- 
merce — ^part of a general system of more liberal commercial policy, which.

he believed^ was absolutely necessary, not merely for the welfare but for 
the safety of this great country. (Great applause.) Is it possible to 
observe the present state of this kingdom — ^is it possible to observe the 
existing condition of every interest^ of every class^ within it — without 
perceiving that it gives cause for very serious apprehension and alarm ? 
And he need not tell them that in every employment, whether of capital 
or of industry, there was a difficulty of obtaining employment ? Did they 
not find that those who vrere established in trade or in agriculture, if they 
had a son to establish in the world, experienced extreme difficulty in dis- 
covering an opening for him ? Was not this a complaint which they heard 
made on every side ? Were they not driven in numbers to seek a refuge 
in foreign countries — ^to look to emigration as their only resource, because 
every opening for the employment of their capital or their industry in this 
country was filled and overflowing, and was exposed to the difficulties of 
the most extreme competition ? He was sure they must all feel this, and 
was it not, therefore, a natural and just conclusion, that it was necessary 
to endeavour to create some new opening — some new field for the employ- 
ment of the capital and the labour and the skill of the country ? And 
how, he asked, was this to be done, except by inducing foreign countres 
to receive from us a greater share of our productions ? And how could 
they receive our productions unless we would receive theirs in return ? 
(Hear.) Would there be any difficulty, at this moment, in selling Baltic 
timber, St. Domingo coffee, or the productions of various other countries 
which were now excluded by our laws ? Was there not plenty of demand 
for these articles in this country, and if we would constantly take them — 
if we would give our own population the advantages of havmg these com. 
modities at a reasonable price — should we not at once create a demand for 
our manufactures in foreign countries ? {Cheers.) It was obvious that 
we should, and it was equally obvious that if we did not take this course — 
if we did not remove the restrictions upon the importation of the goods of 
foreign countries — not only should we gain no new markets, but we should 
lose the markets which we had. (Hear.) It was quite in vain for our 
ambassadors and ministers in their negotiations with foreign countries to 
represent to them the great advantages of a more liberal commercial policy, 
while by our example we show that we do not believe that which ourselves 
inculcate. We have for many years been in treaty with Spain, to try to get 
them to receive our manufactures, instead of allowing them to be introduced 
by smuggling; but the conclusive answer of the Spanish Government was— 
" Its all very fine for you to tell us these things, but why don't you practise 
them yourselves?" {Cheers.) In the same way the two greatest markets^ 
almost, which we now have, are the Brazils and the United States. The 
existing treaty with the United States was on the point of expiring, as was 
also our present commercial treaty with Brazil, and there was a moral 
certainty that, if we did not consent to a relaxation of our present duties 
upon the produce of those great countries, they would retaliate upon us, 
and that those markets would be closed against our manufactures. Be- 
cause, remember that it is not as it was in old times, when foreign coun« 
tries could only get cotton and hardware, and various other goods, from 
this country. That was no longer the case. Foreign countries are 
running us a close race in competition, and a very small discriminating 
duty to our disadvantage — a very trifling disadvantage to our merchants 
in their importation — will turn the scale against them in those countries, 
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and the Gennan and the French mannfkcturers will be enabled to under, 
sell us in Brazil and in the United States by the addition of a very 
trifling per oentage to the duties upon British goods. He said those were 
strong reasons for altering our comnAercial policy^ and there was another 
reason which, in his opinion, ought also not to be lost sight of — he meant 
the state of our revenue. {Hear,) There was a considerable deficiency, 
and it was absolutely necessary that that deficiency should be made good* 
That it should be made good by a reduction of expenditure was utterly 
impossible. Whoever may be the persons to whom the reins of power 
were entrusted he said it was impossible — and for this reason. The whole 
amount of our expenditure, when they took away the interest of the debt, 
that blessed legacy of Tory times-— (cAtferf) — ^when they took away the 
interest of the debt, the fixed charges of the civil government, the half- 
pay to those who served in the war, and to the worn-out civil servants of 
the country^— when they took away those charges, the whole remaining 
expenditure of the country was that which was required for the military 
and naval establishments of the country. If they could reduce those they 
might make such a reduction of expenditure as would affect our taxation; 
but if these must be kept up it was utterly impossible, for the remain- 
ing part of our expenditure was then a mere trifle. But our naval and 
military establishments, no man who has looked seriously into the position 
of the country, would dream of diminishing. We know, on the contrary, 
that it has been the great complaint of the Tory party during the last 
three or four years that these establishments were too small. For nearly 
five years he held the oflk» of Secretary at War, and durins that time he 
took great pains to enquire into the situation of the British army— »into 
the means which might exist for diminishing the expense and future de- 
mand that might be made upon the service. The result of his examina- 
tion, as he told the House of Commons while he held the ofiice was, that 
instead of any diminution of our army expenditure they must be prepared 
for an augmentation of it. In justice to those brave men who defend the 
country-'—in Justice to those brave men who endure the toils and the pains 
of exile for such long periods from their native shores — ^in justice to and 
for the defence of our colonial possessions — ^th^must look for an augmen- 
tation rather than a diminution of our army. With respect to the navy the 
same thing is true. While foreign countries keep on foot the large force 
which they think proper to do, there was, he was sure, no man who wished 
well to England who desired to see one single ship which we now have in 
commission paid off. Well, then, if they wish this empire to maintain the 
proud station in Europe which it has hitWto held, they must not look for 
a reduction of the expenditure of the country. The deficiency must be 
made up by other means — ^they must look to some mode or other of aug. 
menting the revenue. The question was — *' How shall this be done P " I 
would here advert to what had been said with respect to the post ofllce. 
It had been said that a great portion of the deficiency arose from the 
falling off in the post office revenue. It was perfectly true that it did— 
it was perfectly true that the change which was made in the post office 
arrangements had cost the revenue a very considerable sum ; but in hie 
opinion, the sacrifice of a large sum of money was not necessarily profu. 
sion. Money well laid out was often the truest economy, and if the 
opposing candidates thought it was any advantage to them to say that 
they would rest their case upon their objection to the post office arrange- 
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ments/they were weieome to do so. He was one of the Cabinet by whom 
that measure was determined upon^ and was one of its eager supporters, 
and with the experience that he had had — with the knowledge now before 
him of the reduction of the expenditure — ^he told them freely if the thing 
was again to do^ again would he do it. {Cheers,) So far from being 
ashamed of the change of the post office, it was one of the grounds upon 
which he would ask for a renewal of their confidence. {Cheers.) Could 
any thing be more monstrous than the former state of things ? Why^ it 
was proved to demonstration that there was an organized system of 
deluding the revenue. The great merchants and traders were neces. 
sarily driven to adopt all kinds of expedients to make those commuuiea. 
tions which their business required without paying the heavy tax which 
the post office imposed upon them, and in large concerns this was possible 
to a very considerable extent. Hundreds and thousands of letters were 
sent by various contrivances^ without paying any thing whatever to the 
revenue. On the other hand^ the tax upon communication was to the' 
poor man utterly prohibitory. {Applause*) A person-^-«ne of yourselves 
-<— might have a son^ or a brother, or a near relation^ in service or employ, 
ment at the other end of the kingdom^ and if he was so ill that there was 
the greatest anxiety about his life, a letter to communicate the intelii. 
gence of his death or recovery was what you could hardly afford, in some 
cases, abstracting as it did half the amount of a poor man's day's ivages. 
You could neither give nor receive infcwmation as to the means of obtain, 
ing employment in different parts of the country. All the benefits of 
that great means of dvilizaticm — ^mutual communication amongst the 
different members of the community-^ were to a great extent cut <^. 
This was the state of things which existed, and it was shown to us that 
by a small sacrifice of revenue we had it in our power to redress this 
crying evil--4o afford a means of communication accessible to the very 
poorest man. He knew too well in his own case how great ivas the com. 
xbrt and pleasure, when we are divided from those with whom we are 
bound by the ties of affection, to have this means of communication ; and 
though, by the privilege of franking, he never had himself to pay the tax, 
bat, on we contrary, had to pay it new, still he should be ashamed of 
himself H he had not been most deeply anxious to extend this blessing to 
his poorer fellow countrymen. {Cheers.) He had done so, and he knew 
it was the fashion to say that the measure had failed— that it had dis- 
appomted their expectations. Nothing could be more unfounded. So 
far as it had hitherto proceeded he said the experiment hud not only sue. 
ceeded, but triumphantly and brilliantly succeeded. {Muck apptause*) 
No sane man expected that the revenue was immediately to be main, 
tatned. Nobody calculated upon so enormous an increase in the number 
of letters as to suppose that the receipts to the state could, for some eonsi^ 
derable time, equal what they were before. But he did say that the 
number of letters had increased in a greater proportion even than he could 
have believed. As well as he could speak from memory, the increase is 
the number of letters had been no less than 200,000,000 in the year, 
which he thought they would admit was a considerable numb^ ; and if 
this rate ef increase was maintained, in a very few years, even as a revenue 
speculation, it would answer. (Cheers.) He had told them what was iJie 
priaerple upon which they had proposed to proceed — ^by ranoving restric- 
tions upon their trade, tie thought it was for their advanta^ ^t a 
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considerable diminution sliould take place in those — what he conceived to 
be misnamed — protecting duties. Mr. Cresswell talked in his address of 
the " delusions of free trade." But he asked them which sounded most 
like delusion — ^which sounded most like protection*— those who told them 
that they ought to buy cheap goods at low prices^ or those who told them 
that the country had got rich by the wise expediency of refusing good 
things, and of taking bad at double the price? (Great cheering.) The 
united wisdom of his opponents told them that the proposals which have 
been made are to sacrifice the interests of the farmer, the merchant^ and 
the manufacturer to foreigners. (Laughter,) Now, really, he appealed 
to themselves — is this worthy of persons who stand here to claim from 
you the high and exalted station of your representatives ? This appeal 
to the lowest and meanest passions of our nature ! This miserable jea- 
lousy of " foreigners !" Why, it was a feeling worthy of the dark ages. 
(Hear. ) It was a feeling of which the man among them who had had 
the smallest advantages of education would, he was sure, be ashamed. 
{Cheers.) To talk thus to any one of you who have availed yourselves of 
those means of improvement which exist in your Mechanics' Institutes, 
and of the means of reading and information which he was happy to say 
they now possessed — to suppose that any of the intelligent persons who 
had availed themselves of these means could be imposed upon by such 
a miserable artifice as this — (hisses and cheers) — ^it really is not worth 

wasting time in refuting such childish (Great cheering, with cries of 

" the Poor Laws.") There was more that he should have liked to have 
said upon what was called '' the delusion of free trade," but which he 
would call ^' the delusion of protection," but as some person had called 
upon him to proceed to the Poor Laws, and as he never shrunk from any 
of his opinions — as he should always stand fairly before them to explain 
his views — ^he would at once proceed to that topic. Before doing this, 
he might, perhaps, be excused a few moments, as in looking at Mr. 
Cresswell's address, he was reminded of one topic which he had omitted 
to notice, and which was also adverted to by Mr. Orde. In his objections 
to free trade, Mr. Cresswell says he will never consent to any measure 
which may in the remotest degree give encouragement to that most 
detestable trade, the slave trade. Mr. Orde referred to the same thing, 
and he adverted to the proposed alteration of the duties on sugar as one 
calculated to encourage the slave trade. Now, the question had been too 
lately and too fully argued in parliament — ^he had himself there had an 
opportunity of too fully stating why he entirely difiPered from this view of 
the case — to make it necessary that he should here go into it. He 
thought that — ^to use a common but expressive word — ^the " humbug" of 
this cry of anti-slavery had been sufiiuiently exposed to the people. But 
he might be permitted, since this topic had been again brought forward 
to damage him in their opinion, to say that he thought his past conduct 
ought at all events^ upon this topic, to have exempted him from all sus. 
picion. (Hear.) He had always been an opponent of slavery and the 
slave trade, and be had not shown his political opposition mainly by 
empty declamation to serve a party purpose. (Cheers.) He be^ed to 
call to their recollection that in the year 1833, when he held the impor. 
tant situation of Under Secretary of State for the Colonies, he resigned 
that situation because the Government did not f^ so far as he thought 
justice and humanity required in putting an end to. slavery. (Renewed 
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cheering). He did more. Though it was moat painful to him td oppose 
a GoverDment in which all his nearest friends were members, and 
which was presided over by his own father, he did not scruple in 
his place in the House of Commons to give his most determined, 
opposition to that part of the Government plan for the abolition of 
slavery which involved a long apprenticeship of the negro* He fought 
with Mr. at present Sir Thomas, Buxton ana Dr. Lushington that battle, 
and to a great extent they succeeded. They did greatly abridge the period 
of apprenticeship— that system which, now it has been tried, he believed,. 
by the common consent of all parties, was pronounced to have been nothing 
but slavery under another name, but slavery in a form which, while it was 
oppressive to the negro, was not profitable to the master. CHear.J 
Having taken that part on that occasion, he thought that, without going 
into the arguments upon the sugar duties, he might appeal to his past 
conduct, and to the fact that he was not a member of the government* 
He had no interest in supporting the administration— <^he had no con. 
ceivable motive but his own sense of right and of what was really for the 
interest of the country. He had no other conceivable reason for support* 
ing the change in the sugar duties. If he had been actuated by those 
feelings which mark many persons, who, when they have left a govern, 
ment, seek every plausible opportunity of picking holes in its 6onduct"^if 
he had been actuated by feelings of that kind it would have been easy for 
him to have done so. But when, under these circumstances, he supported 
the measures of the government, he asked them whether it was liberal-— 
whether it was like the fair and honourable treatment of (me gentleman 
towards another — that Mr. Cresswell should seek to create a prejudice 
against him in their minds — ^to injure him in the estimation of his friends, 
his neighbours, his former and he trusted his future constituents — (Umd 
cheers) — by holding him up to them as one not anxious to put an end to 
slavery ? Now he had dune with that topic he would proceed at once to 
meet what he knew some of the persons around him thought would be a 
difficult subject for him to meet — ^the question of the Poor Laws. In the 
first place he would beg leave to remind them of the manner in which the 
present Poor Law Amendment Act was passed. Perhaps they might not 
have in their recollection the means which were taken for enecting this 
great improvement in our laws. At the time that the Whig government 
came into operation, it was the unanimous opinion of all persons and of all 
parties, that the great and crying evil which then afflicted England was 
the state of the Poor Laws in the southern counties. Thev were in a 
State the mischiefs and abuses of which it was utterly impossible that he 
should adequately describe to them. The necessitv of an amendment had 
been acknowledged by the Tory government and by committees of the 
House of Commons, and had been urged by members of the party to 
which he belonged when they sat in opposition. There was an unani^ 
mous consent from all quarters upon this point. But, undoubtedly, the 
government which preceded that of my father shrunk from the herculean 
labour of endeavouring to clear out the Augean table of the former Poor 
Lawsi But very soon indeed after that government was settled — as soon, 
at least, as the struggle for carrying the Reform Bill permitted-^attentioa 
was directed to this most important subject, and means were adopted for 
effecting an improvement. And what were those means ? A oommissimi 
was appointed to inquire into the abuses of the existing law, and into the 
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best i]iod« of providing a remedy. And who were the members of that 
commission f Were they partisans of the Whig government ? Were 
l^y exclusively persons of the same way of thinking in politics as them- 
selves ? Far from it. That commission consisted only of five persons : 
one was Mr. Sturges Bourne^ a gentleman well known for his great ac- 
quaintance with the former Poor Laws^ but a gentleman who had for 
many years been a member in Tory governments. Other two members 
of the commission were the present Bishop of London and the Bishop of 
Chester. Now he thought they were neither of them Whigs. (Laughter.) 
Though their political opinions differed from his, he was happy to acknow. 
ledge that they were ornaments to the British bench of Bishops. He thought 
that — ^though upon many points he had differed from them — ^they have 
rendered many great services to the country^ and among all those services 
there were none which he reckoned higher than the assistance which they 
gave in effecting a reform of the abuses of the Poor Laws. Well^ it was 
upon the report drawn up by these commissioners that the present act was 
passed ; the only difference was, that the Government did not, under all 
the circumstances, think it prudent to push reform quite to the point that 
the Bishops of London and Chester recommended. Nowthe party opposed 
to him here are apt to represent themselves as the exclusive friends of the 
Church. He begged, therefore^ to ask Mr. Cresswell whether he thought 
himself a very good friend to the Church of England when he held up to 
public execration, as the authors of a measure for grinding and tyrannizing 
over the poor, two of the most distinguished ornaments of the British 
Church ? (Cheers, and cries of " No,*' J He heard a cry of " No" on 
the other side, but Mr. Cresswell would have an opportunity of being 
heard^^C laughter J — and he trusted he would then explain to them how 
it was that denouncing in the manner which he did the Poor Law, he 
was not denouncing and holding up to public reprobation, those who were 
its real authors. He admired the Poor Law. He thought it a wise, a just, 
and a great xneasare'^-C hisses and cheers J — and, therefore, he was only 
giving the honour which was due to them in saying that its real authors 
were the persons whom he had mentioned to them. But the fact that 
they were its authors — ^the fact that the whole system of policy with* 
respect to the administration of relief to the poor which is now in force in 
this country was devised by the two distinguished Bishops who have been 
mentioned — that was a matter of history which he defied Mr. Cresswell to 
refute, and, being a matter of history, he thought he would find it a little 
hard to show how it was possible to condemn the system without involving 
them in his censure. {Applause.J The old principle was that relief from 
wages was not to be the ordinary resource of the population of England. 
It has never been so here— the working man in Northumberland has never 
been exposed to the grinding, the crud, and the oppressive tyranny which 
under the name of a system of relief prevailed in the South of England. 
His income has never been dependent upon the pleasure of the overseer. 
But the poor man in the South did not dare even to have a comfortable 
cottage, because if he did it was immediately said, " Oh ! he has money 
of his own, we will take away part of his parish pay ;" the amount of his 
income depending upon what the overseer and vestry thought necessary to 
maintain his family. The principle of the new law was, that if a man and 
his fiimily were in distress they snould be entirely maintained mt the ex- 
pense of the parish, but that the two things of parish and relief wages 
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should not be mixed abd confounded^ and he said that the alteration had 
tdready worked a blessed alteration in the South. But the principle of 
the new Poor Law was not and is not> in the words of Mr. Cresswdl^ to 
'^ drag the aged and infirm from the hearths of their forefathers^ to spend 
their last days in the poor house." This was Mr. Gresswell's statement, 
and he told them there to Mr. Gresswell's faoe^ that it was a statement 
which was founded upon a total misrepresentation of the facts^-(cAeer8)— 
it was directly and diametrically oppc«ed to the facts of the case-^^nd that 
he would endeavour to prove. {Cheers, and considerable interruption.) 
He would endeavour to make good his words> and prove this day that the 
statement of Mr. Cresswell was not correct — that it was not only not cor- 
rectj but that it was diametricallv contrary to the fact, and Mr. Cresswell 
would be able to answer him, and^ if he were wrong, to refute him. Mr. 
Cresswell was himself a magistrate— as a magistrate he was of necessity a 
guardian of the poor. He had no doubt he had acted in that capacity in 
the Board of Guardians to which he belonged^ tod that he was acquainted 
with the system of relief which there prevails. He here called upon 
Mr. Cresswell not to take shelter under generalities^ but to come forward 
and plaiidy and specifically point out to him what were the clauses of 
the Poor Law Amendment Act which justify those who ^^ drag the aged 
and infirm from the hearths of their forefathers." {Great cheering,) 
He called upon him to produce from the rules and regulations of the com. 
missioners one regulation, one provision, to that effect. {Renewed cheers*) 
He called upon him to show that in any union in this country such had 
been the system of relief practically adopted. These were plain questions 
to which he called for plain answers. He did not know what might be the 
practice in the Board of Guardians which Mr. Cresswell attends, but he 
knew that in the board at which he had the honour of attending in this 
town, and in every board of whose conduct he had had the means of 
knowing anything — and he had had the means of inquiring into several 
cases, because he was a member of the committee of the House of Com^ 
mens by which this subject was investigated, and he heard all the cases 
of abuse which could be alleged by very able opponents of the Poor Law 
carefully investigated by that committee, and, one after another, shown 
to be utterly without foundation. He said he had some experience and 
some knowledge upon this subject, and the result was this — that it never 
was and never ought to be the practice of a Board of Guardians to adopt 
the system which Mr. Cresswell here describes. {Hear,) He would 
much like to know whether he could bring forward any case of the kind. 
Uniformly^ he believed he might say, in this Board of Guardians, the old 
and infirm are relieved at their own dwellings, if they prefer it. (" Thej^ 
are") There are exceptions. In many cases he had tcnown the old and 
infirm greatly prefer being brought into the workhouse. When they are 
labouring under infirmities requiring frequent medical attention, constant 
attendance and relief, and comforts which it is impossible to give them 
elsewhere— when they are without near relations of their own— it too 
frequently was an act of the greatest charity to ffive them a refuge within 
the walls of a workhouse, and he had often heard persons in this situation 
express their gratitude for the advantage which had thus been afforded to 
them. But he would admit that there were exceptions. There were 
cases in which relief was given, not in the house of an old and infirm 
person^ but within the walk of a workhouse. But in what case was this 
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done? It was not done under any rule or order of the t'oor Law Com^ 
missioners — ^it was not done under any provision of the Poor Law Amend- 
ment Act — and therefore it would not justify this assertion of Mr. Cress- 
well. But it was sometimes done when a Board of Guardians^ (who are 
your freely elected representatives) had good reason to helieve that the 
relief applied for was not really required — ^that the aged or iniirm persons 
for whom the application was made had relations or friends who were in a 
situation to maintain them. When the board had good reason to believe 
this to be the case, he said that in duty to them they were boun^ to use 
the discretionary power which they possessed to take this secnrity against 
an improper application of their money. He again asked them — as men 
of sense and understanding— does that justify this assertion of Mr. Cress- 
Avell that there are harsh enactments in the Poor Law which " drag the 
aged and infirm from the hearths of their forefathers to spend their last 
days in the poor house ?" Does it justify that assertion ? And is it, 
indeed, the ordinary practice ? There were the exceptions which he had 
mentioned, but the rule was the other way — the general rule was that 
out. door relief was administered, and he said properly administered, in 
these cases. He would call some witnesses into court upon this subject. 
Among the signers of this requisition to Mr. Cress well he observed the 
names of the chairman and of the vice-chairman of the Board of Guardians 
of this Union. Captain Dale and Mr. Leonard Orde have both signed this 
requisition. He asked them, did they '^ drag the aged and infirm poor 
from the hearths of their forefathers".^ Were they the willing agents in such 
a detestable system ? (" No,** from a gentleman near to Lord Ossuhton,) No 
they were not. But had he ever heard a complaint from them as to the state 
of the Poor La^vs ? (" Yes,*' hy the same person.) They may have made 
it, but he confessed he had not heard it. He had, on the contrary, served 
with them for some time in the board of guardians, and he had given 
great credit to them for the manner in which — with a wise humanity, and 
at the same time a jnst economy — ^they had endeavoured to carry into 
effect the provisions of the law. He thought the Poor Law had been re- 
markably well administered in this union, and he did say that the law 
which had now for several years been worked there without complaint, 
without any practical grievance, as themselves were the witnesses, did 
not deserve and did not justify the words which Mr. Cresswell had thought 
proper to insert in his address. But there was one more witness whom 
lie b^ged leave to call forward — he alluded to the very worthy clergy- 
man of the large and extensive parish of Embleton in this union. He 
believed there was no clegyman who discharged more conscientiously or 
more effectively the duties of his sacred calling than Mr. Rooke. There 
was no gentleman for whom he entertained a higher respect, and he asked 
Mr. Rooke, in the face of the assembled county, if he did not himself tell 
him that since the new law came into operation there was a most striking 
difference for the better in the treatment of the aged and infirm poor? 
{Mr, Rooke, who was ofi the hustings, admitted that he had made such a 
statement.) He said, then, if there was anything amiss it was not in the 
law but in themselves. The opponents of the Poor Law had repeated the 
senseless, the absurd, and cuckoo cry about Somerset House — contraliza- 
tion — and the taking away of local government ; though all this trash and 
nonsense had been circulated till people were really almost sick of hearing 
it, yet every man who had common understanding was perfectly aware 
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that the whole practiciil administration of the law rested with the boards 
of guardians. It was their freely elected representatives who acted. 
Certain general rules are laid down by the law and by the commissioners 
for their guidance, but it was left to them to apply those rules — ^the widest 
discretion being placed in their hands. He again called upon Mr. 
Cresswell to show what were the enactments to which he alluded in that 
sentence which he had so often read ? {Cheers.) If he could not do thisj 
he called upon him manfully to come forward and disavow this paragraph, 
of which he was convinced he must be ashamed — ^to withdraw this attack 
upon a law which it was his duty to support and to administer and not to 
vilify — {cheers) — not to misrepresent, not to render unduly odious to 
those who were subject to its operation, but, on the contrary, to give to 
it all the support in his power. And he called upon them to mark well 
what his explanation was. Observe whether it* bears the impress of 
sincerity and truth. Let there be no shuffling, but fair and distinct 
answers. He had always been accustomed to entertain for Mr. Cresswell 
the most unf igned respect, and for his own sake, therefore, he did trust 
he would take the fair and manly course of disclaiming this most offensive 
paragraph. {Cheers.) But he could not help observing, that even if he 
did disclaim it, it was for them to consider, before they sent him to Par. 
liament, whether the insertion of such a paragraph as that in his address 
did give them reason to confide in him as their representative. He did 
not accuse Mr. Cresswell of having put this ip from the motives which 
have often influenced other people — he did not believe him capable of 
flattering a paltry prejudice which he knew to be unfounded — of seeking 
for selfish purposes^ to raise a cry which he knew to be injurious to the 
country — of being willing to sacrifice the public good to the more tem- 
porary purposes of party advantage ; but, without accusing him of that, he 
did say that the mere fact that he had put it into his address did show that 
he had not studied the law — ^that he had not considered their vital interests 
in a manner which ought to make them place confidence in his discretion 
and judgment as their representative. He was willing to make an excuse 
for Mr. Cresswell for the unhappy error into which he had perhaps been be- 
trayed by some indiscreet and ill-judging friend, and, therefore^ he chari- 
tably assumed that he put in this paragraph incautiously and in ignorance. 
{Laughter.) But ignorance and indiscretion are not the best qualifica- 
tions of a representative. {Cheering^ and cries of ^^ the separation 
clause") He would not go into details, because the same answer would 
apply to all, and he had done with the Poor Law. He was not afraid to 
leave the subject to the judgment of the people of Northumberland — ^he 
knew too well their sound sense and discriminating judgment to believe 
that they would allow themselves to be gulled and deluded by such pal- 
pable sophistries and misrepresentations as are made use of by the oppoi 
nents of the Poor Law. {Cheers.) It yet remained for him to request 
their attention to a few observations upon the manner in which this oppo- 
sition to him had been got up and conducted. He was the last man in 
the world to complain of an opposition grounded upon a diflference of 
political opinions, and which was fairly conducted. If the measures that 
had been taken against him had been open and straiglitforward, he should 
not for one moment have complained of them. But he begged to ask 
jthem whether this opposition had been fairly conducted or not } In the 
'first place, did they think that it was fair or just towards him to keep 
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him ID ignorance, till within a very few days of the election, thitt any 
attempt to oppose his re-election was contemplated ? That a dissolution 
was impending had been a matter of notoriety for several weeks, yet not 
only was no symptom of opposition made, but — and he said it very deli- 
berately — means were taken which, whether intentionally or otherwise, 
could not fi&il to lead him to an opposite belief. Wishes were expressed 
in a quarter which it must have been known would be repeated to him— 
opinions of the inexpediency of disturbing the county were uttered by 
persons of such influence on the other side, that he was perfectly entitled 
to attach to them the greatest weight, and by these means he was lulled 
into the most complete security. But even if he had had as early an 
opportunity as his opponents of coming forward, still the short interval 
which was left between the day of election and the day when the oppo« 
sition ^vas declared, was the greatest disadvantage to him. His oppo. 
nents reckon upon commanded and upon ordered votes. {Hisses and loud 
cheering.) A circular comes down from the castle — ^the bailiffs can start 
and give orders to their dependent voters. {Interruption, and renewed 
cheering for some moments.) Mr. Mitford asks whether he knew it was 
true. Why, of course, he was not admitted into the secrets of the other 
camp. ( Misses,) He had not seen the circular, but he might judge of 
things by their effects. He might not see the man who iired the gun, but 
if the ball struck him, he had a pretty good idea that he had fired. 
{Applause.) Though he had not seen the missive, he could hardly doubt 
that the orders had been given when he saw how well they had been 
obeyed. There are people in this town who can tell me whether votes 
have been ordered or not. {Cheers and great confusion, in the midst of 
which an elderly man forced his passage through the crowd, and declared 
that he could prove U by an instance.) He thought it was a matter 
acknowledged on all sides that his opponents did depend upon ordered 
votes. But if Mr. Mitford denied it, he confessed he should be very 
happy if he would make good his words, we will bring it to a very simple 
test. Here^ in the face of day and of the county, he pledged himself 
that no man should suffer in his pecuniary interests by giving his vote 
against him. No tenant of his f&ther's or of any friend of his should be inter* 
fered with in any manner — ^no tradesman should lose custom — ^no person in 
the ordinary relations of life should suffer, as feu: as he could prevent it, be- 
cause he opposed him in the conscientious dischai^of what he believed to 
be his duty as a man. ( Cheers.) He said he pledged himself to this because 
he could answer for the friends that he saw around him — ^he could ensure 
that they would give this practical proof that they were true to those great 
principles of popular liberty for which they contended. Now he had this 
perfect reliance upon the honour of his opponent^^— he so implicitly trusted 
in their fiiimess and hcmour as English gentlemen — ^that if the two can- 
didates on the other side would come forward and make the same decla- 
ration-— if Lord Ossulston and Mr. Cresswell would say that no tenant of 
the Duke of Northumberland, no labourer or tradesman employed by the 
reqnisitionists, should suffer in his pecuniary interest from the conscientious 
dischaise of his duty as an elector — ^if they would do this he should be 
perfectly satisfied. {Cheers.) He asked them again, had the opposition 
oeen omducted in a maimer which was fair towards him ? Was it just 
that at the very last moment a mine should be sprung beneath his feet ? 
Bat at tke same time he was bound to take some shame to himself for

allowing himself to have heen imposed upon. He ought not to have 
allowed this^ hecause he ought to have remembered that once before from 
the same quarter, a similar device proceeded. He ought not to have 
forgot that thirty, four years ago, artiiices of the same kind — trickery of 
the same description — ^were the weapons which were employed for 
ejecting his father from the representation of this county. The Lord 
Percy of those days is the Duke of Northumberland of these^ and certainly 
he took shame to himself, after the experience of those days, for giving 
the credit he did to the apparent candour and friendly feeling of his 
opponents. This was then done in order that he might himself be returned 
as their representative — it was now in order that his nominees instead maj 
represent them ; and he confessed he felt somewhat astonished that his 
late colleague, Lord Ossulston, in the position which he holds in this 
county, should consent to be one of those nominees. He really did not 
think that he would have condescended so decidedly to wear the Castle- 
halter — to go about in the carriage of the agent of the great man amongst 
the dependent tenants to receive the commanded votes — and to be the 
instrument for carrying into eiffectthe conspiracy against the independence 
of the county. {Cheering.) He knew too well that he was an unwilling 
instrument, dragged reluctantly and much against the grain to the present 
proposition. He knew that this unexpected contest had been most dis- 
agreeable to Lord Ossulston and his family. But the yoke he had taken 
upon him was a severe one — the taskmaster would allow no shrinking. 
{Laughter.) He was compelled to be the instrument in trying to eject 
him from the representation, but he was perfectly well aware that if they 

had the ballot in force {Much cheering.) Don't suppose that he was 

an advocate for the ballot, for he had not changed his opinion upon that 
point. But he said that if Lord Ossulston were to put in a ball to decide 
who was to be the representative of this county, he was strongly of opinion 
that, for old friendship's sake, and to mark his' disapprobation of what was 
now being done, it would go into his side, not Mr. Cresswell's. Therefore 
he had no ill.will towards Lord Ossulston for what he had done. He did 
assure him that he had his most sincere and heartfelt compassion for the very 
humiliating position in which he that day stood. Even if he were to be de- 
feated he wouldnot change places with him. He hadmuch rather bedefeated 
standing up for the independent principles which they professed than be 
returned as the humble servant — the nominee — of an imperious master* 
He looked for his return to nothing but their unbiassed qiinions, their free 
suffrages, and their honest support. If they really felt that he now ap« 
peared as the champion of the independence of the county — if these were 
their sentiments — and if they would make the exertions which might be 
required — ^he still felt that heshould be returned at the head of the poU. If it 
should be otherwise — an event which he felt confident he need hardly 
contemplate — ^he could assure them he would acquiesce in their decision. 
[His Lordship concluded amidst great cheering.]] 

Lord OSSULSTON next presented himself, and was received with 
loud and general cheering. 

The Noble Lord who had just concluded^ his Lordship observed^ had 
talked of the humiliating position in which he stood ; but he thought that 
standing at the head of the great and powerful party in this county^ by 
whom^ when he had received their suffrages, he would be returned to 
ptrlianent, he occupied a far prouder position than the Noble Lord*

f Applause. J His Lordship had talked^ too^ of the manner in which the 
opposition to his return had been conducted, and of his having been kept 
in ignorance of the intention of the party ; now, he could only tell his 
Lordship that he was himself equally ignorant, and that it was not until 
he had reached Morpeth on his return from London, that he had heard 
of Mr. Baker Cresswell having started for the representation. With 
regard to his having exercised any undue influence over his tenants, he 
need only say that several of them had promised their votes to his Lord- 
ship, and none of them would suffer in the slightest degree for having 
done so. CHeary hear, and applause. J On presenting himself upon the 
present occasion he had the advantage of thinking that whatever might 
be the position of the ministry — whatever might be the intentions with 
which the present appeal to the country had been made — whatever justi. 
fication might be offered for having set class against class — ^whatev^ 
might be the condition of other districts — the constituency now before 
him, at least, had no reason to complain, but the contrary. He was 
decidedly opposed to the policy of those who had made so wicked, and he 
hoped, so futile an attempt at agitation, with the view of sacrificing the 
best interests of the country, and placing the poor man in a more defence- 
less position than before. This was not a subject interesting to the 
farmers only, of which the present meeting was principally composed, 
but to all classes of the community, for all have one and the same interest. 
The farmer could not wish to see this beautiful country turned into a 
half cultivated waste, or the capital, machinery, and industry of the 
country transferred to a foreign soil — to Poland, for instance, that with a 
climate and soil better calculated for the growth of corn, with wages low, 
the farmers in this country may in vain hope to contend, their heavy soil 
must be cultivated by the help of manure, and those light soils by 
expensive draining. He could not understand the patriotism of those 
who would extend benefits to the foreigner and withdraw them from our 
own countrymen — who would risk the interests of the largest half of the 
community for what, at best, is but a mere experiment — promoting 
against ourselves the successful competition of foreign countries, which 
would grow corn by the aid of British capital and British skill. {Applause.) 
They had heard from the Noble Lord an account of the distress of the 
manufacturing districts, but that distress was attributable to other 
causes than the Corn Laws. They knew that America had been sufiferiug 
a great commercial panic — and, as one of the blessings of a Whig Govern, 
ment, we had a war at this moment in China. There had been rebellion in 
Canada, and they had a numerous and powerful fleet to maintain in the 
Mediterranean. Under these circumstances it was too bad to attribute to 
the Corn Laws the whole effect of the present depression of trade, when 
it was in a great degree owing to other and very different causes. 
Having addressed himself to the agricultural classes, he would now 
briefly consider the condition of the tradesman and manufacturer. These 
individuals knew well that their be^t customers were the country 
gentlemen and farmers. They knew that if they were to lower the price 
of corn their best customers would cease to buy. The labourer was well 
aware, having had some experience of it, that low prices produced low 
wages — ^that when the farmer was distressed he cannot afford to give high 
wages, and that a low money price of corn was invariably followed by a 
decrease in wages. When we are told that wages are regulated, not by 
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prices^ but by the supply and demand for labour^ his reply was — this was 
only true of a stationary and not a progressive population, for when the 
population of a country was redundant and increasing, the supply was 
always greater than the demand, and wages under such circumstances 
were regulated by the price of corn, because wages would always be the 
lowest upon which the labourer could find the means of subsistence. 
(Hear J hear, and applause,) In point of fact, what else did the manu- 
facturer propose to do than lower wages, when he talked to them of 
manufacturing cheaper, and the only means by which he could do so was 
by lowering the wages of the operatives employed ? Why tell us that our 
interests are the same, and yet seek to establish in this country a law 
which, if true, is wholly inapplicable to the state of society in this country ? 
Such a grave subject was not altogether suited to an occasion like the 

E resent, but he had endeavoured to state those principles and facts which 
e believed to be true. He believed the opinions he entertained were 
similar to their own, and that he should receive from the electors that 
support which he had before received, and on which upon this occasion 
he again confidently relied. His Lordship concluded amidst loud and 
general cheering. 

Mr. BAKER CRESSWELL next addressed the electors. On pre- 
senting himself the honourable gentleman was received with most enthu- 
siastic :icclaniations. He said — 

He felt perfectly justified in presenting himself before them as a can- 
didate, in compliance with a requisition which they had all no doubt read^ 
bearing the signatures of a most numerous and respectable body of the 
electors. {Applause.) He came before them from no private motive^ 
but from a sense of public duty — a duty which he owed to them, to him- 
self, and to their common country. {Loud applause.) He came forward 
to give them an opportunity of declaring whether Lord Howick did or did 
not possess their confidence. {Applause.) He could have no feeling of 
hostility to Lord Howick, because from him he had always met with the 
greatest courtesy : he respected his private character, upon which the 
breath of slander had never cast a slur ; he admired his great talents, and 
his zeal in support of the Ministry; but he trusted they would give him 
credit for equal sincerity when he declared, that he believed that if the 
measures upon which the advisers of the Crown had dissolved Parliament 
were carried to-morrow, they would be eventually the ruin of the country. 
He felt firmly persuaded that the present measure of a sliding scale of 
duties on corn was better calculated than any other that could be devised 
for the protection of the landed interest — to give encouragement to the 
agricultural labourer, and afford the best of all markets, the home market^ 
to the manufacturer for his ^oods. {Applause,) But suppose the minis- 
terial measure were carried, and corn reduced to one-third its present 
price, what would be the consequence } The landlords would, in the 
first place, have a reduced income; they would stop all improvements 
going on upon their estates ; they would refrain from building any fur- 
ther, and old buildings would be left to fall into decay ; draining, plant- 
ing, and road-making would be put a stop to. A great many labourers 
would be thrown out of employment. The substantial farmer would be 
unwilling to make improvements on his land, when he found corn so low 
as to make him no return, and he would look for some other investment. 
And would not this throw the poor man out of employment } ( Yes, ^es, 
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and applaute.) Bot there was afao the small fianner. He would afypeal: 
to him who was employed in cultivating an inferior «nl«*— ha could pay no- 
rent at all. His land would be thrown into pasture, and instead of sup- 
porting his family in independence as he was now doing, he would be 
arisen into the union poor-houae. {Hear, hear.) The village black-- 
smith, and the village cartwright, the timber merchant, the slate merchant, 
and the respectable shop-keepers in our rural towns, the landed proprie- 
tors, the farmers, and the laoourers, were alike most deeply interested. 
{Applause.) The manufacturers were no doubt in great aistress, which 
he deplored, arising from causes to be accounted for, but it was his honest 
opinion that if they destroyed these, their best customers, it would in- 
evitably lead to ruin. Lord Howick complained about the coalition — ^why 
he (Mr. Cresswell) avowed this coalition before them all. But what was 
it for ? It was a coalition in self-defence. He would ask the Noble 
L<Hrd if he had never heard of another coalition — ^the anti-com-Jaw 
league, which had been established for the express purpose of destroying 
the landed interest ? Had they not sent agents to every corner of the 
kingdom to preach a crusade against the landed interest — to stir up one 
class of society against another — as his honourable colleague observed-— 
and to disturb society to its very foundation ? He asked the Noble Lord 
if he had never heard of this coalition ? The Noble Lord talked about 
comparing the county to a nomination borough. If he wanted a specimoi 
of a aomination borough he recommended him to go to Morpeth, that 
snug preserve of the liberals. {Ckeert, and laughter.) When commenting 
on the address which he had issued, the Noble Lord had accused him of 
taking an unfair advantage of him in mentioning the Poor Laws. He now 
said if any one single individual had been induced to offer him a vote 
through any misrepresentations of his he freely released him from his pro- 
mise. Lord Howick had called upon him to give an explanation of what 
be had said about the Poor Laws, and asked what enactment of the Poor 
Law justified the remark he had made ? He had nothing whatever to do 
with the administration of the law, but spoke of the law itself Mr. 
Cresswell here referred to the 76th diapter of the act, which denies out. 
dear rdief to the poor under sixty years of age. How many instances, 
he asked, were there where a poor man could earn a shilling a week, and 
another would enaUe him to hve in comparative com£Mt ? He makes an 
application to the Board, where, perhaps, the Guardiana are not so tender, 
hearted as some of those the Noble Lord had mentioned. What was their 
answer ? '* You must come into the poor house, or we will give you 
nothing." {Shame, shame.) He could give an instance of a poor old 
woman, not &r from this place, who had been accustomed to breathe the 
firee mountain air ; she applied to the parish in the town for relief, and 
they offered her the alternative of the workhouse. She said, if ahe went 
into one she should die, and she refused to go, and relief was denied. He 
meation^ this instance, but, no doubt, there were many others. There 
was another clause which had been most injurious in its operation, and, 
he believed, had led to a vast increase of the dreadful crime of infanticide. 
The Noble Lord had talked a great deal about the influenee exercised 
over the tenantrv* He could only answer for himself; and he appealed 
to Uieae who had met him at rent dinners, wheth^ he did not always say 
that ibej might vote as they pleased— he would not eontroul one of them. 
That was the influence he exercised over his tenants. After having been 
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so long detained by the preceding speakers^ he should noi now 
farther on their time. He felt perfectly satisfied that the farmers and 
agricultural labourers, and the electors generally of this division, would 
do their duty to their country, and that he should stand before them ere 
long as one of their representatives. The Hon. Candidate retired amidst 
loud and i;eneral cheering. 

Rev. LEONARD ORDE next addressed the meeting, in reply to the 
observations of Lord Howick on the administration of the roor Law 
Amendment Act. He said — ^In the speech of the Noble Lord who had 
just concluded, he had been asked by his Lordship, in conjunction with 
his brother officer in the Alnwick Union, whether he had ever dragged the 
aged and infirm firom the hearths of their forefathers to spend their days 
in the poor house ? 

Lord HOWICK — My question to Mr. Orde was, whether there was 
any enactment in the Poor Law which prescribed that course ? 

Rev. LEONARD ORDE would positively state, that was not the 
question addressed to him. He took down the words uttered by his 
Lordship at the time, and here they were. Referring to the Chairman 
and Vice-chairman of the Board of Guardians, his Lordship said — '* I 
appeal to them, do they drag the aged and infirm from the hearths 
of their forefathers to spend their days in the poor house?" He 
solemnly affirmed that was the question asked by his Lordship, and 
that question he would now proceed to answer. Before doing so, how. 
ever, he be^ed to congratulate them upon the noble stand they were 
about to make in defence of those principles upon which the constitution 
was founded. The position of this great agricultural county had been 
most anomalous, from it being entirely neutral in Parliament. They had 
mixed up a sort of neutral draueht — a little acid and a little alkali — a won. 
derful effervescence had natursdly arisen out of this mixture, and now that 
a little more of the alkali had been added, it would no doubt have the effect 
of altogether destroying the acid. {Cheers, and laughter.) Again, he most 
sincerdy congratulated them upon another g^tifying feature in the case. 
The sorrowful, lugubrious tone assumed by Us Lordship in the beginning 
of his speech, showed that he was prepared for defeat— -the Noble Lord 
evidently deprecated the punishment which awaited him— the ponishment 
of being thrown out by tne constituency of his native county. Having 
made these few preliminary observations, he should now answer, or allude 
rather, to the remarks of the Noble Lord, for he should not follow him 
through the whole of his details. The Noble Lord had made a most un. 
justifiable use of the hand.bill which Mr. Baker Cresswell had issued to 
the electors of Northumberland. He said that Mr. Baker Cresswell 
was damaging his cause, by holding him up to the desecration of the 
eIector»<-4md more, that in one clause of his address he was, in dfect, de« 
nouncing the bendi of Bishops. Now, let him ask Lord Howick one 
question — ^if Mr. Baker Cresswell, in sdiciting the suffrages of the elec 
tors, had sent out no address at all, what would then Lord Howick have 
said? Would he not have accused him of blinking his principles? If 
he had put out a bill, conforming with the principles of the Noble Lord, 
wbAt wolUld his Lordship have said? There was out one coarse open for 
Mr. Cresswell, and that was to put out a bill stating his own principles^ 
and the grounds upon which he asked for their suffirages. And was a 
deelaratioii of Mr. Baker Cresswell's principles to be regarded as ipso 
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facto against Lord Howick? Was his Lordship to take that address as per- 
sonally applicahletohimself? Certainly not. Mr. Cresswell would have been 
wanting in zeal for the great cause he had espoused if he had not issued 
such an address^ declaring openly the principles upon which he claimed 
the support of the electors. He would now confine himself to the par- 
ticular point in the question which Lord Howick had addressed to him. 
He might, however, in passing, remark that, in speaking on the subject 
of the Poor Law, his Lordship had completely omitted referring to the most 
objectionable clauses of the Poor Law Amendment Act ; and likewise, too, 
in referring to the Corn Laws, he had omitted all reference to the great ar- 
gument which had been urged against their repeal. He told them, in respect 
to the Corn Laws, that the evils of the present system arose from the great 
fluctuation caused in prices during the period of their operation ; but he 
forgot to tell them greater fluctuations had existed before the present 
law came into operation, and also the effects that would be produced 
by a repeal of these laws. He never alluded to the fact of a repeal of the 
Corn Laws throwing the land of this country out of cultivation, and mak- 
ing us dependent upon foreign nations for our supply. Supposing that 
such a state of things had existed during the last few months, what could 
we have done with a Lord Palmerston at home and a Monsieur Thiers 
abroad } These were points which Lord Howick had carefully abstained 
from making any observations upon. Now, with respect to the question 
of the Poor Law, he could not forget, nor would they have forgot, that 
when Lord Howick stood on the hustings before them at the last election, 
he entered into a long statement of his acts and deeds in parliament, but 
in that long statement he positively abstained from any reference what- 
ever to the subject of the Poor Law. He began his speech, continued, 
and ended it, without one reference to the obnoxious bill for amending 
the Poor Law ; and it was not till a voice from the crowd called his at- 
tention to the subject, that the Noble Lord said he would not blink his 
opinion, but he was not answerable for the bill, because he was not one 
of the Ministry when it was passed. Now, what had he done in respect 
to that law on the present occasion ? He had confined his remarks and 
comments upon it to one single paragraph which appeared in Mr. Cress- 
well's address, and had, with considerable dexterity, he allowed, but not 
upon just grounds, attempted to cast the appearance of incorrectness on 
that statement. In respect to the question put to Mr. Cresswell by his 
Lordship, he would merely observe, that Mr. Cresswell's remarks as to 
dragging the aged and infirm to the poor house, under the present sys- 
tem, was substantially correct. Did they not see what it was Lord 
Howick denied } He based his argument upon two words — " aged and 
infirm." But, he asked, what did it matter whether the cruelty was 
practised upon the aged and infirm, or upon the young, the healthy, and 
the strong ? If it was cruelty in one case, it was cruelty in the other ; 
and therefore the Noble Lord was not right in taking advantage of the 
two words in that address in the way he had done. But, literally speak- 
ing, the observation of Mr. Cresswell was correct. For what was the 
law ? The law limits the admission into the workhouse to the age of — 
what did they think ? — sixty years ! And was no one old till sixty } Was 
no one aged and infirm till sixty years of age? Why, in the manufacturing 
districts, from the influence of peculiar causes, many persons were pre- 
maturely aged and infirm long before they were sixty. There were 
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hundreds and thousands of such cases. Now^ what did Lord Howick say 
to that P Was he not wrong in ringing changes on the words^ ^' aged and 
infirm ?" Did not the New Poor Law withdraw relief from persons out 
of the workhouse under the age of sixty ? He would now come to the 
Question addressed to him by the Noble Lord — " Did he ever assist in 
dragging the aged and infirm into the workhouse ?" He thanked God he 
never did. He trusted in God he never should. He had^ on the con- 
trary^ endeavoured to oppose the coercive application of the law ; and that 
opposition he should continue as long us God gave him strength to make 
it. He would appeal to facts^ which were a thousand times better than 
words. He had raised his voice as vice-chairman of the Board of Guardians 
against an attempt to carry this part of the law into execution, and when 
it was carried against him by, he believed, three votes, he instantly resigned 
the official situation which he held. C-^ voice from Lord Howick' s party, 
*' State the rvholefacts") Yes, he would tell them the whole facts of the case. 
An unfortunate woman — a poor individual who had an illegitimate child be- 
fore the passing of the New Poor Law, and who had received a pittance of 
eighteenpence a week for that child, upon the new law coming into opera- 
tion^ that relief was denied her without onesingleword of notice being given. 
Of course it was not for him to tell them that a person depending upon paro- 
chial relief, and residing out of the union, as was the case here, wasinthehabit 
of depending upon the shopkeeper from day today,asthe money wasgenerally 

Eaid once a quarter. This was the case with the individual in question. She 
ad been in the country during a portion of this period, and when she came 
to ask for her pittance, she was told that it had been stopped from the begin, 
ning of the quarter, and she had nothing to clear off the accumulated debt. 
It was under these circumstances that she came to claim relief at the Board 
of Guardians. She even said she would be satisfied with one shilling or 
eighteenpence a week for six months ; but all relief was denied ner 
unless she would go into the workhouse. He had struggled hard to pre. 
vent it^ but it was carried against him ; and when the order for ad- 
mission to the workhouse was put into his hands for signature, he said 
he was so opposed to it, and thought it so contrary to every principle of 
humanity, that sooner than put his band to the document, he would vacate 
the seat to which they had done him the honour to elect him. This was 
his answer to the Noble Lord. He had shewn him the operation of the 
law in this case — he had shewn that the aged and infirm might be dragged 
away to the workhouse if under sixty years of age, no matter what misht 
be the state of destitution in which they were placed. Now, having 
touched upon what the Noble Lord had touched upon, he would also take 
the liberty of touching upon that which he had not touched upon. What 
did the Noble Lord say to the separating clauses? Had he ever touched 
upon these clauses — ^the clauses by which man and wife were separated 
from each other, the mother from her child, the brother from his sister ? 
It is a scriptural law — '* those whom God has joined together, let no man 
put asunder" — ^and yet they were told that was a humane law which 
separates, as he said before, man and wife, the mother from her child^ and 
the brother from his sister ! Again, let him touch, and in the present 
mixed society most delicately touch, upon what was known as the bastardy 
clauses of the New Poor Law. It was necessary, after the speech of the 
Noble Lord, to appeal to the various clauses of that act, which was ob- 
noxious and inhuman, and must tend to demoralize the feelings of the 
community at large. Of all the clauses that to which he now referred 
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was the most unfortunate. He could not, and would not, enter into de- 
tails ; but he would just make one remark — ^he did in his conscience be- 
Here that this clause was most obnoxious to good morals^ most detrimental 
to the right and proper feelings of the people at large, and, in operation^ 
produced more horrid crimes than they could possibly conceive. Having 
made these observations, which had been forced upon him by the allusions 
of the Noble Lord, he would take leave to withdraw from their further 
notice. He would say, however, that he did not join with those who, 
without any discrimination, abused the entire Poor Law. He had pointed 
out the most obnoxious clauses in it, and he did not doubt the wisdom of 
parliament, and the wisdom of a better ministry than they now had at 
the helm of affairs, would alter them. That they would do so was his 
most fervent prayer and earnest wish. If they did not of themselves re- 
move these defects in a measure so contrary to the principles and feelings 
of Englishmen, he believed they would do so in compliance with that 
pressure from without, before which the present ministershad so often bowed 
their willing necks. He begged to congratulate them on the glorious pros- 
pects now before them, and concluded by thanking them for the patient 
hearing they had given him. The Reverend Gentleman retired amidst 
loud and general cheering. 

Lord HO WICK again stood forward, and said he was too sensible of 
the justice of Mr. Orde's observations to detain them more than a few 
moments, in reply to the speech which had just been made by him, as 
the deputy of his opponents. He begged to say, in rejoinder, a few 
words, not by deputy, but in person. The argument about the Corn Laws, 
without detaining them far too long, he could noc attempt to reply to. 
Mr. Orde had not gone fully into the question, but merely called atten- 
tion to the practical operation of the existing law. Again Mr. Orde had 
said Mr. Cresswell's paragraph was substantially correct ; he was glad he 
had given up the point that it was entirely correct. {A voice — '^ What is 
substantially correctV) He was perfectly willing to leave it upon Mr. 
Orde's statement, whether his reply to Mr. Cresswell was or was not accu- 
rate. His argument was this — Mr. Cresswell passed an unjust censure 
upon the New Poor Law,because if there was any fault in dragging those 
persons into the workhouse* the fault was not in the law but in the repre. 
sentatives of the people — the law did not interfere — the fault was not 
therefore in the law, but in the Board of Guardians ; and the case which 
Mr. Orde has brought forward fully bore out the observations he had 
made, as the relief was in that case refused by the Board, after due and 
careful deliberation, in which the supplicant had the benefit of the able 
advocacy of Mr. Orde himself. Mr. Orde had further said, that persons 
beyond sixty years of age might have relief out of the workhouse, 
but under that age they had not. He maintained that the Board of 
Guardians possessed the power of granting out-door relief to persons 
under that age. Among other matters, Mr. Orde had referred to a former 
speech of his ; he had not that speech to refer to, but his impression was, 
tnat Mr. Orde had misrepresented him on that occasion. The Noble 
Lord concluded amidst the cheers of his own party. 

Mr. ORDE replied, that he did not intend the individual case referred 
to as a general answer to the question put to Mr. Cresswell, but only as 
an illustration of the course he had taken, and in reply to his Lordship's 
question as to whether he had ever assisted, as a Guardian of the Poor, in 
dragging persons to the workhouse. 
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Mr. G. Darling, Chairman of the Wooler Board of Guardians, and 
Mr. T. Bell, Relieving-officer of the Alnwick Union, made some ob- 
servations in support of Lord Howick^ but they were nearly inaudible 
from the noise that prevailed. 

The Sheriff then took a show of hands, and declared Lord Ossulston 
and Mr. Cresswell to have the majority. A poll was immediately 
demanded on behalf of Lord Howick. No sooner was this done than 
Lord Howick's friends expressed their dissatisfaction at the decision, 
asserting that many of their opponents held up both hands, and asking 
for a second show. This, after some consultation, the Sheriff declined 
to do. Thanks were then voted to the Sheriff, and the proceedings 
terminated.

DECLARATION OF THE POLL. 



The Declaration of the Poll for the Northern Division of the County 
of Northumberland was made at Alnwick on Monday, July 12^ the Court 
having met by adjournment in the Town Hall, where the examination of 
the various poll books was conducted by the High Sheriff and his Deputy. 
The weather was unusually fine, and in consequence a vast number of 
persons was attracted from all parts of the county. The arrivals began to 
take place at an early hour in the morning, and by the time of commenc- 
ing the proceedings the pleasant little town of Alnwick presented a most 
gay and bustling scene. An immense crowd had assembled in front of the 
White Swan Inn, the rendezvous of the conservative party, where an 
efiSicient band was in attendance^ and as the various vehicles drew up, the 
parties they contained were greeted with enthusiastic cheering. A profu- 
sion of splendid banners^ with appropriate devices and inscriptions^ was 
exhibited^ and the conservative favours were displayed by most of the 
electors present. The windows of the public rooms and the principal 
houses were crowded mth elegantly dressed ladies, who added materially 
to the gaiety of the scene by a rich display of the colours of the successful 
candidates. The scene was most animated — there being not the slightest 
inclination to disturbance manifested by any party, but, on the contrary, 
good humour seemed universally to prevail beyond the narrow camp of the 
discomfited Whigs. Lord Ossulston arrived at his committee room shortly 
after nine o'clock from Broome Park, and was received with three times 
three cheers by the vast assemblage in front of the White Swan. Mr. 
Baker Cresswell was met by a band of music and a large body of the elec* 
tors of the county at the Toll Gate, a short distance from the town, where 
a procession was formed, which accompanied the Hon. Member to the 
white Swan, and thence to the hustings, amidst the enthusiastic acclama- 
tions of thousands of spectators. Lord Howick repaired to the Star Inn, 
where a small party of his friends and supporters had assembled ; and 
from thence he walked to the hustings amidst jibes and hisses mingled 
with cheers. Lord Ossulston and Mr. Baker Cresswell were accom- 
panied to the hustinge by their proposers and seconders, namely, Wm. 
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Barrell, Esq. of Broome Park, Wm. Orde, Esq. of Nunnykirk, Bertram 
Osbaldestun Mitford, Esq. of Mitford Castle^ and James Henry HoUis 
Atkinson, Esq. of Angerton, and a formidable array of county gentlemen. 
Lord Howick was attended by his brother, the Hon. Capt. Grey, Prideaox 
John Selby, Esq. his seconder. Gen. Grey, Bacon Grey, Esq. and a very 
small body of personal friends. 

The HIGH SH ERIFF, Sir Matthew White Ridley, Bart, of Blagdon, 
having made the necessary examination of the poll books in the Town 
Hall, repaired to the hustings, and proclaimed a formal declaration of the 
return. The Hon. Baronet read the sum of the poll books as follows : — 

For Lord Ossulston 1216 

A. J. Baker Cresswell, Esq 1163 

Lord Howick 1101 

The High Sheriff then declared Lord Ossulston and Mr. Baker Cress, 
well duly elected to serve in Parliament for the Northern Division of the 
County of Northumberland, amidst loud and general cheering. 

Lord OSSULSTON, on presenting himself, was received with the 
most enthusiastic acclamations. He said — 

They had now for the fourth time reinstated him in the proud posi- 
tion of one of their representatives ; and he took this as an earnest of their 
approbation of his past conduct in parliament. (Cheers.) They might 
rest assured that he would use his utmost endeavours to merit their appro- 
bation in future, and show his sense of the importance of the trust they 
had again committed into his hands, by watching over the interests of all 
clssses of his constituents, but particularly over the great interest of agri- 
culture, upon which the prosperity of this country mainly depended. 
{Loud cheers.) He had now only to express his grateful thanks for the 
kind and strenuous exertions of his friends, who had placed him in so 
proud a position at the head of the poll. ( Cheers.) He begged to con- 
gratulate them all upon the triumph of the good cause, which had been 
achieved so nobly and with so much spirit by the independent electors of 
the county. The Noble Lord retired amidst general cheering. 

Mr. BAKER CRESSWELL then came forward, and was also 
received with the most enthusiastic cheering by the assembled electors. 
He said — 

He returned them his sincere thanks for the honour they had done 
him in electing him one of their representatives in parliament. When he 
last had the privilege of addressing them he proposed this simple question 
with respect to Lord Howick^ namely, did he, or did he not, possess the 
confidence of the county ? Lord Howick came forward and declared that 
he accepted the challenge, and would stand the issue. He had now had 
a fair trial. {'^ No, no,* from Lord Howick; ** Yes, yes,** from the 
opposite party, and general cheering.) They (the electors) were the 
jury, and they had now pronounced their verdict. (*^ No, no,** " It was 
a conspiracy.**) The Noble Lord talked about a conspiracy. He denied 
that thcTe had been any conspiracy. He owned there had been an union 
of the gentry, farmers, and other electors of the county, for the purpose of 
declaring before the public that they differed most ^videly from Lord 
Howick, and her Majesty's Ministers, upon great points which affected 
the best interests of the country ; and they had determined, if possible, to 
have a representative whose views coincided with their own. (Loud 
cheering.) In his printed address he had pointed out freely and 
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intelligibly the leading principles upon which he claimed their suffrages 
and he was not the man to swerve from his word or violate his public 
pledges. C Cheering. J When, therefore, they thought fit to call upon 
him to return into their hands the charge they had now entrusted to him, 
he would return it pure and unsullied. {Loud cheering.) He had now 
only to return his sincere and cordial thanks for the encouragement which 
had supported him through this arduous contest, and for the courtesy with 
which he had been received in the course of his limited canvass. For him. 
self, he had not attempted to raise up any angry feeling during the contest ; 
and, if such had unfortunately arisen, he could only hope that, from this 
moment, it might cease and be buried in oblivion. {Loud cheers.") He 
would only repeat that those friends who had exerted themselves so 
manfully, not in his cause, but their own, had his most sincere acknow. 
ledgments. The Honourable Member concluded his address amidst 
enthusiastic and long continued cheering. 

Lord HO WICK then presented himself, and was received by the few 
friends near him with vociferous cheering, which was lost in the tumult 
of disapprobation that arose from all parts of the vast assemblage. When 
the noise had ceased, his Lordship spoke nearly as follows : — 

His opponents had expressed the exultation which they naturally felt 
at the issue of this contest ; and he, on the other hand, should not affect 
to deny that he was mortified and disappointed in a very high degree. But 
if he were disappointed he was not one whit abashed or cast down by this 
defeat. On the contrary, he thought there was much in the result of the 
election with which he had a right to be satisfied, when he considered the 
circumstances of the contest, the sudden manner in which the opposition 
had been got up, a suddenness of which he had already complained, and 
would now repeat his complaint, because, when Mr. Cresswell told them 
that he put a simple question to the county, that upon that question he 
had accepted the challenge, that he had received a fair trial, and that the 
decision was against him — ^when Mr. Cresswell stated this, he begged to 
inform him that he was totally mistaken. In spite of the shortness of 
the notice, in spite of the endeavour made to represent him as hostile to 
the great interest of this county — the landed interest — ^in spite of the 
attempt made to excite prejudice against him on the subject of the New 
Poor Law, although on his part, he had not condescended to resort to 
similar means, though he had not shrunk from avowing and maintaining 
every opinion which he conscientiously entertained — ^in spite also, of the 
undue means which had been used to influence the electors — {A voice, 
" Mr. Robertson" — to which it was replied, " Mr, Robertson mill answer 
for himself") — in spite of all this, the small majority against him proved 
conclusively that had he received earlier intimation of what was intended, 
he should not have failed in being successful. {Laughter and cheers.) 
And how had he been defeated ? As he said before, it was not merely 
that the intentions of the opposite party were concealed, for that, perhaps, 
would be considered quite fair in election warfare ; but wishes were ex- 
pressed by an intimate relation of his late colleague— -wishes were expressed 
by a person of still greater influence in the county, their neighbour close 
by — ^wishes from these quarters were expressed and repeated to him that 
the representation of the county might continue in its former hands. After 
these wishes had been repeated to nim, he had no right to calculate that 
he would meet from the persons by whom these things had been said, the 
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determined hostility he had experienced. Persons in their station had no 
right to express wishes of this kind, and feelings of this description^ unless 
they were prepared to act upon the wishes and feelings so expressed. If 
it had not oeen for these things which had been said to him — ^knowing the 
state of public opinion — and knowing the differences of opinion in respect 
to the Corn Laws which prevailed in this county — that very moment the 
dissolution took place, he should have commenced his canvass. {Hear, 
hear.) He asked any of them who knew the desperate shifts to which 
his opponents had been reduced to obtain the small majority they had 
gained, whether an earlier commencement of the canvass on his part would 
not have ensured him success ? He firmly believed, that if he had come 
forward early, no opposition would have been attempted — he was per- 
suaded, that if his opponents had not calculated upon finding him unpre- 
pared on so short a notice, no opposition would have taken place. Mr. 
Cresswell said he wished that all feelings of resentment and animosity 
which a contested election created, might now as soon as possible be for. 
gotten and allowed to subside. That wish of Mr. Cresswell's he should 
under ordinary circumstances encourage, and do all in his power to pro- 
mote ; but circumstances had occurred at this election — proceedings had 
taken place — which, in justice to himself, in justice to those friends who 
had so nobly and zealously supported him, in justice to the county, it was 
his bounden duty here publicly to notice. He did charge upon his op. 
ponents that they had adopted undue means of influencing tne electors. 
{Hear, hear.) He confessed that he had listened with the utmost 
astonishment to the address just made to them by Lord Ossulston. He 
could not believe that his Lordship would have concluded the address he 
had just delivered without taking some notice — without adverting in the 
slightest degree to those circumstances which had lately taken place upon 
Lord Tankerville's estate at Wark. Lord Ossulston could not be ig- 
norant of what had been brought against him for his conduct in reference 
to the electors of Wark. He had not made the accusation in a 
corner. He had made it in a public meeting at Wooler. {Lord 
Ossulston — '^ And read my letters ?") And read Lord Ossulton's letters. 
(Hear, hear ; and from Lord Ossulston, *' Did you read them all f"J 
He would ask Lord Ossulston if this was fair ? Instead of interrupting 
him by single words and sentences, let him answer when he had done, 
fairly, and like a man (Hear, hear, and cheers from Lord Howick's 
supporters. J Was he to suppose from that interruption that Lord Ossul- 
ston complained of having read his letters } Why, upon matters of this 
kind letters were documents which ought to be referred to. {Hear,) Did 
any honest man write that of which he was ashamed? Did Lord 
Ossulston feel that he had put down upon paper that which he dare not 
venture to justify in the face of the assemblea electors ? Was this what 
Lord Ossulston felt ? If so, he thought it was a complaint with which 
they would not sympathise ; but, if not — if his Lordship had written 
nothing of which he was ashamed, he wanted to know what harm he had 
done him by reading his letters ? (Lord Ossulston — " You only read a 
part "J He had read every word and syllable of those letters at Wooler. 
{Cries qf'^ No, no,'*Jrom Mr. Hodgson Hinde,) But, if Lord Ossulston 
thought that he had left out anything, he trusted he would meet the 
matter by the publication of the whole correspondence. But this inter- 
ruption had rather led him away from the subject on which he was 
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addressing them. He would^ therefore, return to the point from whence 
he had divierged, and state shortly his complaint against Lord Ossulston. 
Those amongst them who were present on Tuesday would not fail to 
recollect that he challenged his opponents to declare here openly that 
no tenant, or tradesman, or persons employed by them, should suffer for« 
the conscientious discharge of his duty. They all witnessed how that 
challenge was evaded. They all saw that Lord Ossulston said on Lord 
Tankerville's estates no person should suffer — ^he said nothing for his 
friends — and, in the same manner, Mr. Cress well answered only for his 
own estate. ^" Oh, oh" and laughter, foUorved hy cheering). After this 
he was fully prepared to expect that the influence of other proprietors 
would be used in the most unsparing manner ; and, certainly, that expec- 
tation had not been disappointed. They were all aware with what 
extreme want of all reserve or concealment the great power of their 
neighbour in the Castle had been exercised. But for this he was pre- 
pared. What he did expect was, at least, that the little miserable pledge 
which had been given would have been fairly observed. But what was 
the fact ? There are in the village of Wark a considerable number of 
electors who hold their land under Lord Tankerville, and are in a great 
degree dependent on their landlord. All these persons, with two or 
three exceptions, promised to divide their votes between himself and Lord 
Ossulston. But, instead of being permitted to do so, first, a gentleman 
who resided in the neighbourhood took every means in his power to induce 
them to break their promises, and then, those means being insufficient. 
Lord Ossulston himself appeared amongst them, and so strongly pressed 
upon them to withdraw the votes which they had promised, that with five 
honourable exceptions they had been induced to do so. Now, what were 
the pretensions upon which this was done } It was said by Lord Ossul. 
ston that the promises of those persons were obtained by undue represen. 
tations as to what his feelings and wishes were. Lord Ossulston himself 
could not be cognizant of this fact ; and, when it was positively denied 
by a friend now standing near him, Mr. Robertson, he was sure their 
acquaintance of his character, their knowledge of his high honour and 
integrity, must make it totally unnecessary for him to offer any other 
proof that such was the fact. But at the same time, though he knew 
that Mr. Robertson's evidence required no corroboration, he held in his 
hands a statement made by part of the electors of that village and signed 
by them, which was so important that he trusted they would permit him 
to read it : — 

^ We, five of the Freeholders of Wark, declare that, when Mr. Robertson came 
here, he never gave us to understand that he was authorized by Lord Ossulton 
to canvass us for himself and Lord Ho wick ; but, on the contrary, he stated that 
when he found at Berwick, that Lord Ossulton had coalesced with Mr. Cresswell, 
he told his Lordship he could not support him equally with Lord Howick, as he 
before intended. He likewise told us, that Lord Ossulston stated to him at Ber- 
wick, that the coalition had been entered into, and his name put on the canvassing 
cards with Mr. Gresswell's, without his knowledge ; and that till he came into 
the county a day or two before, he did not know that the old members would not 
be returned without a contest." 

This document, his Lordship continued, was signed by five persons, 
viz. George Davidson, Robert Allen, William Smith, James Scott, and 
George Thompson, and those persons were willing, in any manner that 
might be proposed to them, to make good their words. There were others 
who were able and willing to depose to the same fact ; but what were 
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they to think of those who^ after a pledge given upon the hustings, acted 
in this manner ? He asked them whether^ after that pledge, it was fit 
and proper in Lord Ossulston^ when he was assured by Mr. Robertson 
that these votes were not obtained by any undue representation — ^when he 
was assured of this fact^ ought he to have urged these poor men^ depen. 
dent upon his father^ to break their solemn promises made to him (Lord 
Howick)? He presumed that Lord Ossulston would not break his own 
word — that he would not violate his own deliberate promise — ^but where, 
he asked them, was the distinction between breaking one's own word, and 
compelling others to break theirs ? Did Lord Ossulston imagine that 
because these men happened to be poor and dependent — that because they 
happened to be in a lower rank of life than himself, for that reason they 
were insensible to those feelings of honour which ought to exist in the 
bosom of every honest man ? 

Lord OSSULSTON — The statement is a tissue of misrepresentation 
from beginning to end. 

Lord HO WICK — Lord Ossulston said the statement is a misrepresenta- 
tion. This would be best proved by Lord Ossulston answering here, in 
the face of all of them, what he was now stating. He did not know 
whether Lord Ossulston actually used any thing like threats to those per. 
sons. (A voice — '' Then why say so " followed by laughter and cheering,) 
He had not stated that his Lordship had done so. (Cries of '* Yes, you 
did,'* from Mr, Hodgson Hinde, and " No, no." J But what he now 
stated was this, that when a landlord calls persons in their situation to. 
gether, and most urgently insists upon their votes, they would know 
well what was intended — ^they would well understand the danger of re- 
fusing, unless it was explained to them far clearer and more distinctly 
than from his information he believed to have been the case, that they 
might with safety act according to the dictates of their consciences. Even 
if this were told them — even if it had been clearly explained to them that 
they might act as they pleased — ^he did not think it right or proper for a 
person connected witn them as Lord Ossulston was to urge those persons 
to break their promises. But if that explanation was not given, and he 
never heard that it was, those who were at Wooler the other day might 
remember the short expressive word with which one of the electors of 
Wark interrupted the assertion of Mr. Hodgson Hinde to that effect. He 
thought that, if even the assurance had been given, that no one should 
suffer for his vote, it would have been extremely wrong to urge them in 
the way they had beea urged to break their promises. He had now 
stated all he had to state upon this subject. He would only further add, 
there were other persons who, he knew, after having promised him their 
support, had been induced to withdraw it from him. {''Name, name") 
There was more than one case. {Mr. Tewart, who was upon the hust^ 
ings, said his Lordship had brought a charge against him.) It was 
perfectly true, as Mr. Tewart had now stated, that he had mentioned his 
name, and stated what he had heard. He said he had been informed 
that Mr. Tewart had used his influence over a tenant of his to break his 
promise — the elector who made that promise was Mr. Watson. There 
were more than one witness on the hustings that the vote was promised to 
him, and that the vote was recorded against him was equally certain. Mr. 
Tewart was known to have canvassed him ; and from the effects of that 
canvass, he could not do otherwise than believe that it was owing to his 
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influence the vote was withdrawn. But he had been insensibly led on by 
the interruption to say far more than he intended when he caire upon the 
hustings. {Hear, hear, and laughter.) All he would now add upon this 
subject of undue influence was this — that if his opponents wished to dis. 
prove his words — if they wished to show that they had not been guilty — 
{ironical cheers)~-o{ that which had been imputed to them — he trusted 
they would prove by their conduct to those persons who had maintained 
their independence, and asserted their right to vote according to their con. 
sciences, they were not guilty. He would tell Lord Ossulston — he would 
tell the gentlemen of the party opposite, that the eyes of the whole county 
were upon them — they would observe how these Ave honourable and in. 
dependent persons who had signed the paper he had read, and who voted 
according to their original purpose, as well as other tenants who had man- 
fully resisted the influence brought to bear upon them^ were treated for 
the future. The county would watch whether or not those persons were 
subjected to a system of petty annoyance — whether they were made to 
suflTer for the independence with which they had acted — whether 
they would be made martyrs to the cause which they had thought 
proper to adopt. The county, he said, would observe this, and he 
trusted that they would hold his opponents responsible for the treat, 
ment which those persons experiencea. He had now only to say, that 
though defeated on this occasion — ^though this battle had been lost — he 
trusted the result would be beneficial, by causing them never again to 
rely upon the promises of their opponents. If for the future they trusted 
to themselves and to their own exertions, the independence of the county 
might be hereafter achieved. He trusted they would not slacken in their 
determination to recover what they had now lost ; and, if they still hon. 
oured him with their confidence^ at a suitable period he should again come 
forward. He should be most happy to come forward and join them once 
more in this struggle ; but if any other candidate was preferred by them 
he should be equally ready to render him in the same cause the most 
zealous assistance in his power. {Cheers, and cries of" Two Whigs") 
If they intended to fight this battle^ let him remind them to lose no time 
in making preparations for it. They knew not how soon the struggle 
might come. He trusted they would all remember that it was by regis, 
tering their names as electors that the battle must be fought. He had 
now only to return his most sincere thanks for the degree of support he 
had received. He should indeed be ungrateful if any time could ever 
erase from his memory the kind reception he had received amonsst them^ 
and the flattering marks of their confidence which he had obtained, and 
for that generous support which, wherever the electors were left free and 
unbiassed, he had received. For these things, he said again, he most 
deeply thanked them, and wishing them all health and prosperity he now 
took his leave. {The Noble Lord retired amidst the cheers of his sup- 
porters,) 

Mr. HODGSON HINDE, M.P. was then about to address the elec. 
tors^ but he gave way to 

Lord OSSULSTON, who, being loudly called upon^ stood forward to 
reply to the observations of the preceding speaker. The Noble Lord said — 

He would just tell a plain story, ana leave the electors to judge on 
which side the merits of the case lay. He was called into the Northern 
part of the County, when he heard that Mr. Robertson was going to give 
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a dinner to the electors of Norham, and it was feared the effects of that 
dinner would be to induce some of them to withdraw their votes which 
had been already promised to himself and Mr. Cresswell. Upon his ar. 
rival at Norham he found this to be the case^ and that one voter — {cries 
of '^ Name, name" and considerable confusion) — ^he found that the dinner 
had taken place, and that Mr. Wood, who hunts with Mr. Robertson's 
hounds, and who had promised one of his votes at Berwick, had been in- 
duced by some party, he did not know by whom, to retract that vote. 
(Mr, Robertson f with great vehemence — *' ihat gentleman voted for you 
and Lord Howick") Mr. Wood promised him a vote at Berwick. (Mr. 
Robertson — " And he voted for you, at my request , my Lord.**) He did 
not know what Mr. Wood subsequently did, but when he went to Mr. 
Wood, at Norham, that gentleman refused the vote he had previously 
promised. This was not the case with Mr. Wood alone, but with several 
of the electors of Norham. By the undue influence which had been ex- 
ercised over them they retracted the promises they had given. But this 
was only one part of the case. He was then desired to proceed to Wark, 
for the electors there who had promised their iirst votes to Mr. Richard 
Hodgson, and to reserve their second votes until he came, or until some 
authorized person came to canvass them, had been canvassed by Mr. 
Robertson in his name. {An expression of dissent fi ofn Mr, Robertson 
and his friends,) He would state what the electors themselves had said 
to him. They stated that from what Mr. Robertson said when he came 
to canvass them, the impression was created in their minds that it was his 
desire they should give their second votes to Lord Howick. If Mr. 
Robertson denied it, he was bound to believe him ; but it was the same 
thing, provided the impression was created upon the minds of the voters, 
and if, by that impression, they were induced to give the promise of their 
second votes, which had been already pledged to him. If the Noble Lord 
had read the whole correspondence, instead of a garbled account to suit 
his own purpose, they would have seen the entire transaction ; and, more- 
over, he now pledged himself, after the publicity that had been given to 
the matter, to publish the correspondence. The Noble Lord had read a 
document, and wished to create an impression upon their minds that he 
had threatened them for giving their promises, but there was nothing in 
that document to show this ; and the conference which had taken place 
between Mr. Robertson and himself had nothing to do with his having 
used threats to cause them to retract promises which they had given. The 
document which the Noble Lord had read was merely a statement by way 
of confirmation of what Mr. Robertson had said when he canvassed the 
Wark voters, in exculpation of that gentleman's own conduct in creating 
an erroneous impression amongst the voters of its being his (Lord Ossul. 
ston's) wish that they should vote for Lord Howick — ^not in accusation of 
his conduct — whereas the whole tenor of the Noble Lord's speech was in- 
tended to make it appear as corroborative of the statement that he had 
coerced the voters of Wark to vote contrary to their promises, there being, 
in truth, not one word from the beginning to the end of that document 
alluding in the remotest degree to such a false and groundless insinuation. 
He was quite sure that none of his tenants — and his character was well 
known amongst his tenantry — would say that he had ever exercised undue 
influence over them ; on the contrary, many of them had given plumpers 
to the Noble Lord — Mr. Dawson, of Wark, amongst others — and not one 
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of them^ up to this moment, had suffered^ nor should they suffer in the 
slightest d^ree^ for having done so. {Loud and general cheering,) 

Mr. ROBERTSON endeavoured to obtain the notice of the High 
Sheriff^ whose eye had, however, rested on 

Mr. RICHARD HODGSON, M.P., who began speaking about the 
same time. He said — 

Lord Howick had promised them that on some future occasion he would 
afford them an opportunity of recovering the independence of the county. 
He would tell them that the independence of the county was that day 
achieved. The Noble Lord had told them that he had not had a fair trial 
this time. He felt quite satisfied that when the Noble Lord again came 
forward he would have to admit that with another fair trial the result 
would be the same. He would now proceed to the point at issue, and he 
would say that such a tissue of misrepresentation — unintentional, he be- 
lieved, on the part of his Lordship-^he had never heard as what had fallen 
from the lips of the Noble Lord. He acquitted the Noble Lord of inten- 
tional misrepresentation, because he only spoke from documents that had 
been put into his hands. He would now tender the evidence of one who 
had witnessed almost the whole proceeding. On the Friday morning— 
the morning after Mr. Baker Cresswell had announced himself as a can- 
didate, he proceeded to assist that gentleman by every means in his power^ 
by asking, not demanding, the votes of those electors with whom ne was 
personally and locally acquainted. With that intention he proceeded to 
the village of Wark, and there canvassed every elector himself, and with 
the exception of ^ve or six, he saw every elector resident in Wark. The 
whole of those electors at once promised their votes to Lord Ossulston, re- 
taining the other until they saw his Lordship — the whole of them, with 
the exception of Mr. Dawson, the chief land holder under Lord Tanker, 
ville, pledged themselves in the hearing of each other, to reserve their second 
votes till Lord Ossulston appeared amongst them, or till some friend with 
authority from him came to canvass them. He could not think this was ex- 
ercising any undue influence over them. All that these voters were anxious 
for was that in giving a second vote to any candidate they might not en- 
danger the return of their landlord's son, who had been one of their late 
representatives, and for whom they entertained a very high regard. Having 
received these assurances from the electors, he did not expect they would 
have been induced to withdraw their second vote until Lord Ossulston 
appeared amount them, or some person authorized by him, (Conside- 
rable interruption Jrom Mr. Robertson and his friends on the hustings.) 
If the gentlemen on his right would listen to plain English, and not 
pervert the meaning of words, he would tell them what was meant by 
authority. A person had authority to express the wishes of another 
when the latter had explained his wishes and specially instructed that 
person to deliver them. {Applause.) He now came to the part which 
Mr. Robertson was said to have acted in the affair. He did not himself 
charge Mr. Robertson with misrepresentation ; but he would state what 
had been told him by the electors of Wark when he returned on the Wed- 
nesdav. They stated that Mr. Robertson had been there on the Monday — 
that he had seen the electors whom he (Mr. Hodgson) had seen on the 
previous Friday — that he had told them— •(Cn'ef ^"name, name," f re- 
quently repeated by the Whigs on the hustings.) He could mention the 
name of ten or eleven voters who, one after the other, told him that Mr. 
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Robertson had assured them it wasLordOssuIston's wish that Lord Howick 
should be returned with himself^ and^ therefore^ they promised him their 
second votes. He only stated what the electors told him, not privately, 
but assembled t(^ther, and they were all forthcoming. ( Cries of " name, 
name." J He would not trouble them with the names, but would do what 
was much more satisfactory — ^he would hand over a list of the names to 
Mr. Robertson, f T^e Hon. Member handed over a card containing a 
list of the names to Mr. Robertson, mho examined it attentively for a minute 
or so and then returned it, when Mr. Hodgson resumed. J The electors, 
whose names he had handed to Mr. Robertson, had assured him that they 
hftd given their votes under the misrepresentation which he had described^ 
and he would ask them whether those electors, having given their pro- 
mises under such circumstances, were bound by them or not ? T^' Cer^ 
tainly not," followed by loud cheering.) He put the same question to 
the electors at Wark — ^he asked them whether they considered themselves 
bound by pledges so obtained^ and they said they did not. When he 
told these circumstances to Mr. Robertson on Friday, the first polling 
day at Berwick, that gentleman said it was a question of fact, and he 
(Mr. Hodgson) should, therefore, take the evidence of other parties. 
(Mr. Robertson, holding a letter in his hand — *' Will you read that letter 
which I have received from an elector, who was present with three or four 
others ?"J He had merely claimed the privilege of addressing them 
before Mr. Robertson in order that that gentleman might have an oppor- 
tunity of replying. Mr. Robertson mentioned the schoolmaster of the 
village, as a respectable person^ and capable of giving a correct represen- 
tation of what had taken place. {Mr. Robertson, with much vehemence, 
— ''I desire, Mr. High Sheriff, that you will read that letter.") QThe High 
Sheriff^ of course^ declined mterrupting the speaker.^ He consequently 
sought out yesterday the schoolmaster of Wark, with whom he held the 
following conversation : — " Did you see Mr. Robertson at Wark on the 
day mentioned ?" " Yes, I did." " What passed between you ?" *' I 
told Mr. Robertson that you had been here on the previous Friday, and 
that almost the whole of the voters had promised you one vote for Lord 
Ossulston^ and that they would reserve the other till they saw Lord 
Ossulston." This was the evidence^ Mr. Hodgson continued, of the 
person whom Mr. Robertson had himself pointed out as a respectable 
witness. These answers he had given yesterday. He stated also that 
when a gentleman who^ he believed, was in the office of Mr. Lambert, 
Lord Howick's Agent in Alnwick, appeared at Wark to canvass 
the electors, he told him the same as he told Mr. Robertsoit^ and 
that gentleman did not proceed to canvass, but returned the way he 
came. He now asked them whether or not he had told them a plain 
straightforward story? C Cries of ** Yes, you have." J He would men- 
tion another witness of the scene — a shrewd intelligent person, who holds 
the situation of a gardener^ and works for different individuals, amongst 
others^ for Mr. Curry of Cornhill. This person was not an elector^ but 
he was in the habit oi mingling with the electors. On the night Lord 
Ossulston appeared at Wark, by his (Mr. Hodgson's) desire^ in order 
that it might be made clear to the electors whether Mr. Robertson or 
himself had correctly represented his Noble Friend's feelings with regard 
to Lord Howick's election^ this person was presentr Mr. Curry^ suspect- 
ing that he was not there without a motive, asked him pointedly '' how 
he came there ?** " Why/' says he, " a friend of Mr. R<)bertson s asked 
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me to come over and hear what passed/' He was then asked for the 
name of Mr. Robertson *s friend, but he declined to mention it. He was, 
however^ invited to remain, and hear Lord Ossulston's explanation to the 
electors, and particularly requested to convey, accurately and literally, 
the proceedings of the evening to his employer, as well as to report the 
feelings and opinions of the electors, as expressed by themselves on the 
occasion. He departed with the remark that he went away with a 
different impression from that with which he had come ; and I trust, said 
Mr. Hodgson, that he did give a correct representation of that evening's 
proceedings to his employer, and that they have as accurately been re- 
ported to Mr. Robertson himself. 

Mr. ROBERTSON, having asked, and obtained leave from the High 
Sheriff, to address the electors, said — 

He was not an elector of the county, and he had heard that no indi- 
vidual but electors would be allowed to address the meeting, without the 
permission of the High Sheriff. Mr. Robertson then proceeded to justify 
himself in taking so prominent a part in the election, when he was not a 
voter, and the substance of his defence consisted in his being a master of 
fox.hounds, which cost him three thousand a year — in his having con- 
tributed to the erection of the bridge across the Tweed at Norham, 
and in his being son-in-law of Sir Thomas Haggerstone, Bart, whose 
pecuniary difficulties he had assisted to relieve, and whom, not being in 
England at the present time, he considered himself entitled to represent 
on this occasion. With respect to the Wark voters he miglit state that on 
the Friday afternoon, the moment he got home, he met Lord Ho wick, who 
told him of the contest, and asked him for his assistance ; he replied, that 
" for the son of Earl Grey, and such a son as Lord Ho wick, he would go to 
the end of the earth and back again." ( Cries of " Question, question,** ) He 
proceeded to canvass the electors at Wark, and almost the first person he 
met was Mr. Richard Hodgson, who told him that the great men of the 
county had nothing to do with originating the contest — this he said in the 
presence of the schoolmaster and Mr. Dawson — and, he added, "I told you 
if you gave me a contest for Berwick they should have a contest for North- 
umberland." ( Laughter , and, ^' Question.** J With regard to the Wark 
voters it was a mere matter of accident that he was there at all ; he only 
went there on the Monday night. {Ok, oh !) It was a curious fact, but 
— ^he was going to blame Lord Howick and his agents — ^he heard that not 
a human being had been at Wark in favour of Lord Howick. When he 
went he found all the electors heart and soul in favour of Lord Howick ; 
andj he was told, if any one went to canvass them on behalf of his Lordship^ 
they would all promise. He believed he used the words contained in that 
letter — (holding a letter in his hand, which he afterwards read,) — ^but he 
declared before the face of day that he said no more ; and he dared any 
man, after this^ to say he used a syllable more than was contained in the 
letter. From that moment it would become personal to himself. {Roars 
of laughter.) Mr. Grey, of Dilston, and Mr. Howey could bear him out 
in this statement ; but if they were not sufficient, as living in Northumber- 
landj they would perhaps take his testimony as coming from the other side 
of the Tweed. Mr. Robertson then read the letter above referred to, of 

which the following is a copy : — 

"Thorneylaws, July 10, 1841. 
"Sir, — As I was one of the parties who was present at Wark on Monday last, I 
feel it a duty to state, injustice to all concerned, what took place regarding the 
mention of Lord Ossulton's name by you. Amongst other observations, you in- 
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cidentally remarked — * That Lord Ossulston had nothing to do with originating the 
present contest, nor was his name put on the card in the first instance witn his 
knowledge ; but when he was made aware of it, as people often stick to their 
party, he went on with it.' Such, as nearly as memory can serve me, were your 
observations on that point. I may state, when I went to Wark (at the request of 
some of Lord Ho wick's friends at Berwick,) on Saturday night, I called first on Mr. 
Dawson, who said he intended to give a vote for Lord Howick, but would not 
canvass the people of Wark. I then sent to the schoolmaster, Mr. Scott, who at- 
tended Mr. Hodgson in his canvass, and on my asking him how matters stood, he 
said they were all, or nearly all, disposed to give one vote to Lord Howick, pro- 
vided some influential person came and askea them. You will recollect I wrote 
to yon about this on the Monday morning. If any explanation further is neces- 
sary, I shall be happy to give it. — I am. Sir, your most obedient servant, 
« To David Robertson, Esq." « RICH. DOUGLAS." 

One word more about the matter. He would never have thought of 
giving a dinner at Norham, had he not been told that Mr. Richard 
Hodgson had given a dinner at Wark, which cost him £13, and which he 
thought must have been a devilish good dinner indeed — (great laughter,) 
— and knowing this, was he to be beaten on Tweedside ? There was 
another remark he had to make about the Wark voters : Lord Ossulston, 
for whom he had a high esteem, came fresh from Alnwick, with his horses 
all steaming, and pulled up at the house of Mr. Logan, the Blue Bel], 
Pallinsburn. Now he had canvassed Mr. Logan, and he told him he 
would give his vote to the two old members ; but Lord Ossulston asked 
Mr. Logan if he was not going to vote also for Mr. Cresswell ? adding, 
" Don't you know that my friend Lord Douglas kept his hunting horses 
here last season, and what do you think he will say if you do not vote for 
Mr. Cresswell ?" But the days were gone when the people of Northum- 
berland were afraid of a '' Black Douglas." C Cheers, and laughter,) 
He was sure no man would more regret the use of such language than 
Lord Douglas, but it showed him that a person might as well go round 
and command votes, as go round and say that which was tantamount to a 
command. He had further to mention that Captain Sitwell, of Barmoor, 
was with him when Mr. Logan repeated the words, which he thought it 
to be his duty to repeat to them. After some further observations to the 
same effect, Mr. Robertson said he had no feeling in this matter, except 
a feeling of devotion to the house of Grey, and that, if necessary, the last 
drop of his blood should be spent in the cause of Grey and Howick. 

Mr. HODGSON HINDE, M.P. next rose to address the electors 
amidst loud and enthusiastic cheers. He said — 

He was exceedingly glad that before he rose to address them they had 
called upon his Noble Friend Lord Ossulston to offer an explanation for 
himself, for he was sure there was not one of them who was not satisfied 
with the fair and honourable conduct of the Noble Lord from the expla- 
nation he had given. {Cheers.) His object in rising on the present oc- 
casion was to call to the mind of the Noble Lord, the late member for this 
county, that though the circumstances he had that day narrated as facts 
were the same as he had told the electors assembled at Wooler the other 
day, there was one most material point in which the accusation against the 
Noble Lord differed from that which he had then made against him. The 
Noble Lord said at Wooler, that at a certain meeting, mentioning both 
time and place. Lord Ossulston had used coercive threats to his tenants. 
He had, indeed, withdrawn that charge to-day ; but had he done so 
handsomely, nobly, and generously ? No ! If the Noble fcord had the 
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'Spirit of a Northumbrian in him — ii he had the spirit, he r^eated, of a 
IVorthumbrian in him — ^he would have said that he had been deceived by 
a false statement, or that he had made a false inference, and manfully 
withdrawn the charge. He made no allusion to other charges, which he 
had made behind Lord Ossulston's back, when he now met him face to 
face. On that occasiouj he said to the Noble Lord, '^ I was present at 
that meeting at Wark, and heard every word that fell from my Noble 
Friend, and so &r from using the language of coercion, he repeated what 
he had stated at the hustings, that no person over whom he had any in- 
fluence, be he tenant or dependent of any kind whatever, shall suffer for 
the vote he may give." Now this was not the first time he had observed 
these two traits in Lord Howick's character which he was about to men- 
tion. He never saw any man more reckless in making assertions upon 
imperfect evidence ; and he would also state that he never saw any man 
who, when he had found he had made assertions which he could not sub- 
stantiate, was so backward in coming forward manfully, and declaring his 
error. On that occasion at Wooler, he told the Noble Lord that his state- 
ment was made up of slander and fedsehood. He went on to say that he 
did not charge the Noble Lord personally with being guilty of slander 
and falsehood, but he put forth a statement which he did not make upon 
his own authority— he called upon him to produce that authority, or bear 
the onus of having made a calumnious assertion. And what did the No- 
ble Lord say ? Did he say that he had been mistaken, or that he had 
doubts about it ? No ! The Noble Lord said he had his authority for the 
statement, but that the person would be injured if he brought him for- 
ward. He said, the gentleman who puts the question knows that he 
could not give up his authority, because it would subject him to persecu- 
tion. There were above a thousand persons in the streets at Wooler who 
heard the statement, as well as his refusal to give up his authority, and 
the cheer was i^inst him — ^the Noble Lord was cheered— but those who 
now heard the Noble Lord from the hustings would find that he not only 
refused to give up his authority, but shrunk from the deliberate statement 
he then made. He asked the Noble Lord for an explanation of this. 
The Noble Lord had asserted that a Wark elector in the crowd contradicted 
me. That was not a contradiction of any thing he had said ; but when Mr. 
6. Grey addressed the electors, and gave some account of Mr. Robert* 
son's procedure, and appealed to the crowd whether it was true or not, a 

Eerson in the crowd said it was all true. Then there was a cry of bring 
im forward to the window; but it afterwards appeared they were not 
so ready to produce the Wark elector, but contented themselves with 
'' the voice in the crowd." {Cheers, and laughter.) In the course of his 
address that day, the Noble Lord had made use of language the most un- 
constitutional that had ever ^cillen from a person who had sat as a repre- 
sentative of the people in Parliament. The Noble Lord had said that he 
would have canvassed the electors immediately upon the dissolution of 
Parliament, but he knew, not what was the opinion of the freeholders, but 
what was the opinion of the Duke of Northumberland and Lord Tanker, 
ville — ^that neither the Duke of Northumberland nor Lord TankerviUe 
wished for a contest in the county. Now, suppose any gentleman near 
him had made use of such an argument as this — ^that they had no riffht to 
bring forward a second candidate, because two Peers of the realm objected 
to it-— what would they have said ? But the Noble Lord, knowing the 
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feeling of the freeholders — confessing that feeling was such as to make an 
early canvass on his part necessary — ^was content to remain the represen- 
tative of the connty upon the sufferance of the Duke of Northumberland 
and the Earl of TanKerville. {Hear, and loud cheers.) Now^ since the 
name of the Duke of Northumberland had been brought forward in this 
discussion^ he would take the liberty of saving a few words upon the sub- 
ject. Though the Noble Lord had complained that no notice had been 
given him, the Noble Lord knew of the contest at least two days before it 
was communicated to the Duke of Northumberland ; and if the friends 
of the Noble Lord were taken by surprise^ so also were the friends of the 
other candidates; because^ till tney met on the Thursday preceding the 
election^ not one of the gentlemen who signed the requisition to Mr. Cress- 
well was aware whether that gentleman would become a candidate or not. 
Many of them had applied to Mr. Gresswell^ in private^ on former occasions, 
when he had' stated the reasons why he declined allowing himself to be put 
in nomination; and, until some portion of the proceedings of that meeting 
were over^ they were not aware whether Mr. Cresswell would come for- 
ward as a colleague to Lord Ossulston. The Noble Lord had com- 
plained of the conduct of the Duke of Northumberland. He was not 
aware that any instructions had been given by the Duke of Northumber- 
land — he could know nothing about it^but this he would undertake to 
say, that no coercion was used by any one of those persons who hold offices 
on the numerous estates of the Duke of Northumberland. It was not an 
unnatural thing to suppose that the tenants upon those estates should be 
anxious to vote in accordance with a landlord who had shewn^ by the 
uniform tenor of his life^ that he was desirous of identifying his own in- 
terests with those of his tenantry. Would the Noble Lord have the vast 
estates and tenantry of tfae Duke of Northumberland unrepresented alto- 
gether ? If the Duke of Northumberland or his officers used any undue 
influence or authority over the electors^ he should be as ready to condemn 
such conduct as the Noble Lord ; but he had Called for that Noble Lord's 
authority at Wooler, and he called upon him here^ to state upon what 
occasion the Duke of Northumberland had ever used any undue influence. 
He would make one remark upon the commencement of his speech, iti 
which the Noble Lord said he was proud of the position which he occu- 
pded. If the Noble Lord had taken the advice of his friend Mr. Cress. 
well, he should have left the Noble Lord' with pleasure to his feelings of 
pride and self-satisfaction. But he would say that the defeat of the Noble' 
Lord was not the worst of his disgrace upon the present contest. It was 
far more dissonant from the feelines ot an honest Englishman to have 
heard the baseless assertions of the Noble Lord in respect to undue influ- 
ence^ in this quarter and in that^ and he was confident the general opinion 
of the electors of the county must, after' reflection, upon such unfounded 
statements^ be far more mortifying to him than the unfortunate position 
which he occupied upon the poll. The Honourable Gentleman concluded 
his spirited address amidst loud and general cheering. 
Lord HOWICK said- 
He was extremely sorry to be compelled to intrude upon them again ; 
but Mr. Hodgson Hinde had made observations which, he was sure they 
Would 'feel^ had placed him under the imperative necessity of saying a few 
words^ and he would assure them they should be a very few words^ in 
reply. In the first' place, Mr; Hodgson Hinde said that at Wooler he 
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had made a charge against Lord Ossulston which he had not now repeated. 
He said that at Wooler he had expressly charged Lord Ossulston with 
having used coercive language at a meeting of the electors of Wark, in 
order to obtain their votes It was perfectly true that he did say at 
Wooler that the Noble Lord had insisted upon having their second votes ; 
but he was not aware that at Wooler, any more than to. day upon these 
hustings, he had accused Lord Ossulston of direct threats in language. 
What he had stated to-day was, he believed, very much in substance 
what he had stated on that occasion, namely, that Lord Ossulston insisted 
upon their second votes, and that he did so in such a manner, that the 
electors being dependent upon his father, could scarcely refuse his request. 
In that statement all the information he could obtain made him believe 
that he was fully borne out. It was very possible to say they might vote 
as they liked ; but there were significant modes which the electors under- 
stood, and, knowing, as he did the spontaneous inclination of the electors of 
Wark, and, knowing how they had voted, and knowing also the manner 
in which they had been urged to break their promises, he could not help 
believing that undue influence had been brought to bear upon them. So 
much upon that point. Another remark which Mr, Hodgson Hinde had 
made was this — He asked was there ever anything so unconstitutional heard 
of.? — Lord Howick admits that knowing the opinion of the electors to be 
such as to render an immediate canvass necessary, confesses that he did 
not proceed to make that canvass, because he had received intimation 
that the Duke of Northumberland and Lord Tankerville opposed 
a contest ! Allow him to explain his meaning upon that point. He. 
was not afraid of the opinion of the independent electors — it was not 
upon that ground that he would have commenced a canvass — but knowing 
that the subject of the Corn Laws was capable of being perverted to his 
disadvantage — knowing what a powerful influence the Duke of Northum- 
berland possessed, if exerted — he would have taken the earliest measures 
to guard himself against the eflfects that influence might have produced. 
He would not have complained if the Duke of Northumberland had held 
aloof from the contest — if his influence had not been exerted^ and the 
matter had been left to the decision of the unbiassed votes of the electors 
of Northumberland. What were the real facts of the case ? The 
speeches from the hustings would not make them distrust the evidence of 
their senses; and he asked them if the Castle influence had not been ex- 
erted ? Mr. Hodgson Hinde had said that no person in authority under 
the Duke had exercised his influence to his prejudice. Upon that he had 
only to remark this — Mr. Hinde had charged him with making reckless 
assertions upon imperfect evidence ; he would ask, was there ever such a 
reckless assertion as this one made upon such like evidence ? Was there 
ever an assertion made to which they gave so little credit ? He assured 
Mr. Hodgson Hinde the observations made respecting him passed by 
without exciting a moment's notice ; but if he could show that his asser- 
tion had been made upon slight evidence^ he would acknowledge he was 
wrong. He was not aware that there was any thing more in the obser- 
vations of Mr. Hinde that called for particular notice, and he would 
therefore again take his leave. 

Mr. TEWART trusted that if one thing more than another should 
characterize the proceedings of the day, it would be the love of fair play ; 
he was not there to answer the speech of Lord Howick — he had no such 
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presumption^ but he would tell the Noble Lord that^ eloquent as that 
speech had been, that it would have lost none of its eloquence if it had 
been better founded on facts. He stood there accused by Lord Ho wick 
of having induced Mr. Watson to break his promise after having promised 
to support his Lordship. Now he declared solemnly^ on the word of a 
gentleman^ and he defied contradiction^ that he had done no such thing — 
that he had never asked Mr. Watson or any other tenant to vote one way 
or the other — that he never knew that Mr. Watson had promised either 
party ; and he did think there was no person on the hustings that would 
regret more in having made an unfounded accusation than the Noble 
Lord. He felt that he could not consistently support the Noble Lord or 
his views at the present crisis ; that he differed in opinion with the Noble 
Lord, and he had as much right to his opinions as the Noble Lord had to 
his own opinions. When he could support the Noble Lord he had done 
so with zeal and activity, but feeling he could not support the Noble 
Lord, he made up his mind to take no pait in the contest ; he had never 
canvassed a tenant or any other voter ; as far as he was concerned, all 
were allowed to act as they thought proper, and he told them so. He 
adopted that course, as most lenient to his Lordship, contenting himself 
with simply recording his own vote. In order to stand clear and meet the 
accusation he had written to Mr. Watson to meet him that day in Aln. 
wick ; but he understood that Mr. Watson had refused to do so ; but 
they should hear his letter to Mr. Watson, and Mr. Watson's reply, and 
then they would be able to judge whether he stood there convicted of the 
charge made against him by the Noble Lord. He then read the following 
letters : — 

" Bamborough, Sunday. 

** Sib, — I was yesterday accused by Lord Howick of having" induced my father's 
tenants to break their promises after having promised to support his Lordship. 

''I requested his lordship to name his informant, but he refused, saying he 
should mention it on the hustings on Monday. 

'* From a subsequent conversation I had with Mr. Nairn, I find you are the 
tenant his Lordship alluded to, Mr. Nairn having stated to his Lordshp that you 
had promised him a plumper ; that he (Mr. Nairn) had sent his clerk over to you, 
and that you stated to the clerk that I had coerced you to vote for the Conserva- 
tive candidates. Now what I wish and want of you is to appear in Alnwick to- 
morrow and state the truth. 

" In the meantime I will thank you to answer the following questions : — 

" I. Did I ever ask you for your vote ? 

** 2. — ^Did you ever state to me that you had promised your vote ? 

** 3. — Did I use any means — did I in any way urge you to break your promise 
to Lord Howick ? 

** 4. — Did I not state to you that if I voted myself I should vote against Lord 
Howick with considerable pain 1 

" 6. — Did I not state to you that I had not asked a tenant for a vote ? 

** 6. — Did I not state to you on Thursday, that if you were inclined to vote as my 
father wished you, that you had better go to the poll with other Bamborough- 
shire tenants, at the same time telling you I asked no vote for myself 1 

* 7. — Did you see or hear of my canvassing a tenant, or any other voter ? 

** To these questions give me a direct reply, and send me this paper back, as I 
have no copy. ** I am. Sir, yours, &c.

Subjoined is Mr. Watson's replv to the above : — 

** Swmhoe. 

*• DxAR Sir, — In answer to your questions, I never promised Mr. Nairn my vote, 
but that 1 would not split between Whig and Tory, but he knew my principles. 
Mr. Nairn called this afternoon, and would insist that I told him I would give him 
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a plumper, which I did not. You asked me if I had ever promised my vote to 
any. I said that I had not.

Mr. Tewart then said he thought he had stated enough to vindicate 
himself from the unfounded accusation brought against him by the Noble 
Lord. They had heard the letters read; they had heard his own 
declaration that he had never asked Mr. Watson for a vote, or 
was aware that Mr. Watson had promised a vote, so he thought with 
these remarks he might leave Mr* Nairn and Mr. Watson to settle about 
the promise as they best could ; he knew nothing about it ; all he knew 
was that he was incapable of doinff what had been attributed to him. He 
had been concerned in elections, but he never did any thing half so un. 
gentlemanly as to induce a person to break his promise. What he had to 
deal with was the unfounded accusation of the Noble Lord. With Mr. 
Watson's promise he had nothing to do, and he would call upon the Noble 
Lord to do him an act of justice, either to substantiate his accusation, or 
to retract it as publicly as he had made it. A friend says the Noble Lord 
does not hear : he had only to repeat that he called upon the Noble Lord 
to substantiate his accusation if he could, or if not, to retract it as publicly 
as he had made it. 

Mr. SELBY — Mr. Tewart hasread a letter from Mr. Watson, stating 
that he had not promised to vote upon that occasion ; and I distinctly say 
that he did promise us a vote. I know nothing about Mr. Watson going 
back from his promise ; all I state is, that Mr. Watson did promise us a 
vote for Lord Howick, and a plumper. 

Mr. PHILIP NAIRN said, I am plain Philip Nairn, the mUler, 
of Warren Mills — ^that on the 2nd of July^ in the presence of Mr. Selby, 
he canvassed Mr. Watson ; he said if he could not give them a plumper^ 
they would be glad of a split. (Great uproar prevailed during mr, 
Nairn's speech, arising from his vident declamatory manner* Some 
one shouted, " What*s the price of sheel barley ?" To which Mr. 
Nairn, in a stentorian voice, replied, ^' Hold your tongue. Sir," 
amidst great roars of laughter. J Mr. Watson replied, " My prin- 
ciples are, not to split for the Tories, but to plump for the Wnigs^ 
and I'll plump for Lord Howick." He did not go on the Friday 
because the bailiffs were in his house, having been put there by Mr. 
Tewart;* but he sent his clerk to request Mr. Watson lyould be at the

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poll on Saturday^ and plump for Lord Howick. As he went along, be 
learnt that Watson had been at Alnwick^ and split between the two 
other candidates. What did Watson say on being told of this ? He said^ 
" I'm real vex'd; I promised to vote for Lord Howick a plumper^ and I've 
voted against my conscience." He added, " Mr. Tewart wished me to

was said to the clerk, who repeated it when he came home. 

There being silence for some moments after the last speaker had 
concluded — 

The HIGH SHERIFF said, he believed now there was no question 
immediately before the meeting ; he had endeavoured to allow every in- 
dividual who wished to address them a patient hearing. There appeared 
to be some question about a person named Watson, of whom he knew no. 
thing, but they had heard the question put, the answer, the rejoinder, 
and the reply, and he was willing to put any other question ralatine to 
the business of the day. There l^ing, as he considered, nothing further 
to discuss, he now felt it his duty to dissolve the meeting. 

A vote of thanks was then given on the motion of Lord Ossulston, se- 
conded by Mr. Baker Cresswell, to the High Sheriff, for the impartiality 
displayed by him throughout the proceedings, after which the crowd dis- 
persed. 

Lord Ossulston and Mr. Baker Cresswell having been '' girt with, 
swords," as Knights of the Shire, were drawn through the principal 
streets in open carriages amidst the loud acclamations of thousands of 
spectators. The immense body of electors soon afterwards dispersed, and 
made their way to their respective homes with that order and propriety of 
conduct which have always distinguished the honest yeomanry of North 
Northumberland.

LETTER ADDRESSED BY LORD OSSULSTON TO EACH ELECTOR 

WHO VOTED FOR HIM. 

Chillingham Castle, July 14th, 1841. 
Dear Sib, — After the successful termination of the arduous contest in 
which I have been engaged for the Representation of the Northern Divi- 
sion of the County of Northumberland in Parliament, it becomes my 
pleasing duty to thank you individually for your kind support. 

It is owing to the exertions of my friends that I occupy the proud po- 
sition of being at the head of the poll. At the same time I do not flatter 
myself that this honour has been conferred upon me personally, but as 
representing the interests of that great body of my constituents who are 
adverse to those speculative changes, which, if carried into effect, would 
paralyze the labours of all those connected with the cultivation of the soil, 
reduce the wages of the labourer and the artizan, and bring ruin upon the 
manufacturing population of this country. 

I have opposed, and shall continue to oppose, all these visionary schemes, 
and I trust whenever the struggle shall occur again, I shall have the sa- 
tisfaction of finding you once more enrolled among my supporters.

As I cannot for a moment suppose that you could make such a repre- 
sentation to them, I am anxious to give you an opportunity of setting 
yourself right upon this point ; and I trust that you will not hesitate to 
release them &om a promise made under an erroneous impression.

Dear Lord Ossulstom, — I am just out of bed to write this, so it 
must be short. 

Hbwcould ytm sappose^tae oiErpable of Whatsis alleged^? M^ motive has* 
been as pure as ever thsX of man: was; in favour of yourself and Lord 
Howick, as I thought you both ill used ; and up to Saturday night I did 
not' ask a single vote but for you both together, as my heart wished, even 
i&om Lord Grey's tenants, and got their promise too. 

I hear from all quarters that Mr. Richa. Hodgson has said he will get all 
the Wark voters, coute qui coute, for Mr. Cresswell Baker, as well as you ; 
but I beg that he will keep to the fact of what I say and do, at least. 

Now to all i did at Wark. I heard that they had always given one 
vote to Lord Howick, whom they liked as well as you ; I went and found 
that they had all promised to vote for you, but kept one for Lord Howick. 
In the course of conversation one of them asked me ^' How that Card was 
printed, you and Mr. C. Baker united." I said, ^* In the first instance, 
that was done by Mr. Cresswell Baker's friends, who were anxious to 
get your valuable name coupled with his, as it was they, not you> 
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who had wished for and begun this contest^ bat that after it was done^ 
as men go with their party^ so you allowed it to remain." Such and 
solely were the identical words I used at Wark on that point, and I think 
they were exactly your own at Berwick to me, when I was as anxious and 
senous as ever I was in my life to have seen the contest ended. I only 
wish I had the power, instead of none, but as a friend and neighbour, and 
an active man, sincerely wishing well to you both. One word more, as I 
like to be very distinct. You may say the Wark Tenants are yours, and 
therefore no one should go near them for Lord Howick. Though I respect 
the opinions and actions of others, I never could think or act so, or have 
I done. 

As the natural representative of Sir Thomas Haggerston, my father- 
in-law, in this contest I have canvassed his tenants, but merely as one 
who had no claim on them. But what did I find? That Mr. Lowrey, of 
Barmoor, had canvassed them all, not for one vote but for two; most of 
them had kept one, being Whigs themselves, and gave it to me for Lord 
Howick, and mean to give you one. Did I attempt to disturb it ? My 
answer was, '* I am delighted to hear it ; you cannot vote for a better 
man than Lord Ossulston."

The explanation, also, which you gave of the junction of my name with 
Mr. Cresswell's, on the cards, though no doubt bona Jlde on your part, is 
incorrect, — ^those cards having been ordered by my own agents. Under 
these circumstances, having obtained the Wark Electors in consequence 
of an unintentional misapprehension, I cannot doubt, that as a man of 
honour, you will release them from their promises ; you will observe, that 
whatever my opinion may be on the subject of a personal interference of 
one gentleman with the tenants of another, with whom he is on friendly 
terms, I have made no complaint on that score.

My Lord, — I have this instant come home after having seen you at 
Wooler, and find your letter. I really don't know what you mean, and 
beg that you will explain yourself. 

I have distinctly told you that the only allusions on my part to you 
at all, were in these words ; — " This contest was not begun by Lord 
Ossulston, and the coalition of his name on the Card with Mr. Cress- 
well Baker was not in the first instance done by him, though afterwards 
agreed to, for the sake of his party" — the identical words used by you, 
and which, at the time, I never thought of repeating. 

There are many witnesses at Wark to my using these words, and 
these alone. 

I have nothing to retract. Are those not your own words, and the 
fact ? If any one thinks proper to mistake matters I cannot help it ; but 
such an idea as my having your authority, still less using it, is as false as 
anything ever was uttered. Poor people, fearful of you, their landlord, 
will find any apology, anything to appease you at the moment, and I 
wonder that you do not see this. 

The simple fact is, that they are all attached in principle to Lord 
Howick, and to you, as their landlord, and long before I ever saw them, 
wished to share their votes between you, or I never should have gone near 
them.

I said, that those Gentlemen had made any unauthorized use of my name, 
either with reference to the Cards or anything else ; nor can I understand 
with what object you stated to the Wark people that I had merely con- 
sented to a joint canvass for the sake of my party, unless it was with 
a view to influence their votes, by inducing them to believe that I do not 
sincerely wish for Mr. CressweU's success. It is manifest the voters 
must have acted under that impression in promising to you their second 
votes, which they had previously engaged to reserve for me.

of Adderstone), thus re-uniting the two branches of his family. He was 

first returned for the county in 1705 to the exclusion of Sir Francis 

Blake^ Knt. of Ford Castle, who had represented it in the three preceding 

parliaments, the poll being (May 31 st, 1705) — 

Thomas Forster, Esq 823 

Sir John Delaval, Bart 77^ 

Sir Francis Blake, Knight  646 

Both his competitors were Whigs. Sir John Delaval had been returned 
in the preceding parliament for the county, and in the two previous ones 
for the borough of Morpeth. Mr. Forster was returned in the three 
following parliaments of Queen Anne and the first of George I. He was 
expelled the House of Commons January 10th, 1716, for the part which 
he had taken in the rebellion. He acted as General of the insurgent 
forces in England, was taken prisoner at Preston, escaped from Newgate 
and fled to Rome. He subsequently resided at Boulogne, where he 
died of asthma November 3rd, 1738, in his fifty .eighth year. He was 
buried in the Forster Vault in Bamburgh Church. 



1716— FRANCIS BLAKE DELAVAL (i) moe FORSTER EXPELLED. 

(i.) Grandson of George Delaval, Esq. of South Dissington, who 
succeeded to the estates of Sir John Delaval, Bart. His mother was 
Mary, daughter and heiress of Sir Francis Blake, Knight. He thus 
united the estates and interest of Seaton Delaval and Ford, whose 
respective owners had together represented this county as the supporters 
of the Whig party. 

Oley Douglas, Esq. of West Matfen, was a candidate, and petitioned 
against Sir F. B. Delaval, but without success. Mr. Douglas represented 
Morpeth in 1713, and was an unsuccessful candidate and petitioner in 171 4 
for the same borough.

The election took place on the 
20th of February, and lasted nine days. Mr. Jennison was supported by 
the Duke of Somerset and the Whig party, the Tory candidate being

William Wrightson^ Esq. of Cusworth^ in the county of York^ who had 
married Isabel^ daughter and co.heiress of William Fenwick^ Esq. of 
By well^ and who represented Newcastle-upon-Tyne in the three previous 
parliaments.

quarian Society of Newcastle^ and is reprinted in this volume. The 
number of votes for Wrightson was 997^ for Jennison 963 ; the latter^ 
however^ was declared duly returned upon petition.

The Tory candidate was John Fenwick, Esq. of Stanton and 
Brinkburn, and also of Bywell in right of his wife> Margaret, daughter 
and co-heiress of William Fenwick, Esq. whose estates were divided 
between herself and her sister, the wife of William Wrightson, Esq. the 
opponent of Mr. Jennison in 1722. Mr. Bacon, of Newbrough, a neigh- 
bour and connection of Mr. Fenwick, was proposed with a view of keepmg 
split votes from the other parties. The poll stood thus :— <-

(i) Mr. Jennison was not a candidate at this election, having sold his 
estate of Elswick to Mr. Hodgson. On the change of ministry in 1744 
he resigned the office of Master of the Buck-hounds, in which he was 
succeeded bv the Earl of Halifax. In 1746 he was re-appointed. He 
was returned to parliament in 1749 for Newport, in the Isle of Wight, 
on the death of tne Hon. Charles Blewitt Wallop, son of the Earl of 

o 
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Portsmouth^ which took place on the 6th of July in that year. He con- 
tinued to represent this borough till his deaths being returned a second time 
at the general election in 1 754. On the 10th of December, 1751 , he married 
Susan, eldest daughter and co-heiress of Thomas Allan, Esq. of the 
Flatts, near Chester -le-street. Mr. Jennison died at his house in Golden, 
square, London, May 15th, 1758, in his sixty-second year. He was a 
man of considerable talents and general popularity. A panegyric on his 
character will be found in the '^ Most Pleasant Description of Benwell 
Village," printed in Newcastle in 1726. His two contested elections 
made a heavy inroad upon his fortune, and he was reluctantly compelled 
to sell his estate and relinquish the representation of the county. A 
county meeting was held at Morpeth on the 28th August, 1740, at 
which it was *' resolved unanimously by the gentlemen, clergy, and 
freeholders here present that they will not support any person as a candi- 
date for this county in opposition to Sir William Middleton and John 
Fenwick, Esq. The election took place May 24th, 1741.

Elected without opposition. The election took place July 3. 



1748— LANCELOT ALLGOOD, OF NUN WICK, ESQ, tnce FENWICK, 

DECEASED. 

Mr. Fenwick died Dec. 19th, 1747^ and a county meeting was held at 
Morpeth on the 26th of that month, at which it was agreed to support 
Lancelot AUgood, Esq., a gentleman of Tory principles. The day pre- 
vious to the meeting an advertisement appeared in the Newcastle News- 
papers to this effect : — 

'^ A general meeting being advertised to be held at Morpeth the 26th instant, 
to consider of a proper person to represent this county in parliament, in the room 
of Mr. Fenwick, deceased, notice is hereby given that Lord Ossulston (who is de- 
termined to stand candidate) is not yet arrived from London, or apprized of this 
meeting ; neither were the gentlemen in his lordship's interest consulted therein, 
and most of them had no notice thereof." 

On the 29th Lord Ossulston (accompanied by his father, the Earl of 
Tankerville) arrived in Newcastle, and addresses from him, and also 
from Mr. Allgood, appeared in the newspapers of the following Saturday. 
Sir Walter Blackett took an active part for Mr. Allgood. On the 7th of 
January he entertained two hundred of the freeholders at Hexham, who 
unanimously promised their support to Mr. Allgood. The election com- 
menced on the 18th of February, on which day 360 votes were polled. 
On Friday Lord Ossulston had polled 603 votes, and Mr. Allgood 463. 
The result of the election, which lasted six days, is thus given by the 
friends of Mr. Allgood : — 

** On Wednesday afternoon, about five o'clock, the poll books for the election 
of a Knight of the Shire for the County of Northumberland, in the room of John 
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Fenwick, Esq. deceased^ were closed, when, upon casting up the same, there ap- 
peared to be — 

For Lancelot Allgood, Esq 982 

For Lord Ossulston 971 

Majority for Mr. All|;ood 11 

Upon which it was insisted on by Mr. Allgood and his friends that the sheriff 
should declare Mr. Allgood duly elected. But the sheriff pretending that he would 
take time to consider of it, adjourned the court to this morning at nine o'clock, at 
which time, the Court beins met, the High Sheriff declarea (to the surprise of 
every one present, except those who were in the secret,) that he had consulted 
his trusty Under Sheriff and deputies, and therefore thought proper to disqualify 
twenty-seven of Mr. Allgood's votes, by which means Lord Ossulston had a ma- 
jority of sixteen, and therefore declared Lord Ossulston duly elected. 

" It is observable that the voters who were thus disqualified had before been 
admitted to poll, and were all stDorn to their freeholds, and toithout any further enquiry 
as to their right of voting, usithout any notice given either to them or Mr. Allgood, 
for whom they had voted, were by the sheriff struck off from the poll. To redress 
which grievances a petition is already signed, and will immediately be presented 
to the Honourable the House of Commons. 

" N.B. — The sheriff did not think proper to disqualify one of the voters who 
had voted for Lord Ossulston." 

A counter statement was put forth by the opposite party, of which the 
following is a copy ; — 

" On Wednesday, in the afternoon, when the poll books were brought to the 
sheriff, in the Town Hall, he observed that it would take up some time to ex- 
amine the numbers on the poll, and to consider the objections which had been 
made to several of the voters in the poll books, and that he therefore proposed to 
adjourn until the next morning at nine o'clock. But some of Mr. Allgood's 
friends opposed the adjournment, insisting that the poll was finished, and desired 
the sheriff to declare that it was so, and that no freeholder should afterwards be 
admitted to poll ; which he accordingly did, and adjourned to the time aforesaid, 
with the approbation of both the candidates. Accordingly, next morning, when 
the sheriff came into court, he declared that upon examining the numbers it 
appeared that Mr. AUgood had a majority of eleven votes, but that a great num- 
ber of those who voted for Mr. Allgood were entered in the poll boolS as doubt- 
ful, and that upon his examining and considering the objections made to them 
with his several deputies, he could not but reject twenty-seven of them, as being, 
in his judgment, persons not duly <][ualified to vote, which he accordingly did, 
and declared he was advised by his counsel he had a right so to do, by which 
Lord Ossulston had a majority ot sixteen legal votes, and was therefore by him 
declared duly elected. 

" N.B. — What was asserted in regard to all the rejected votes being sworn is 
likewise untrue ; several of them were not sworn." 

On the 14th of March Mr. Allgood presented a petilion to the House 
of Commons, complaining of an undue return. This petition was re- 
newed in the succeeding session, (Dec. 6th,) and the 14th of February 
was fixed for hearing it. On that day Lord Ossulston declined to defend 
his seat, and Mr. Allgood was declared duly elected. The result was 
communicated to the electors in an address from Mr. Allgood, and was 
celebrated with great rejoicing at Newcastle, Alnwick, Hexham, Mor- 
peth, Felton, &c.

SIR WM. MIDDLETON, BART. SIR HENRY GREY, OF HO WICK, 

BART. (Whig.) 

On the 5th of July, 1753 a county meeting was held at Alnwick, to 
consider of proper persons to represent the county in the ensuing parlia- 
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ment. Prerimis to the meeting Mr. Allgood fmblisfaed an adeems «o the 

freeholders, in which he says— 

'^ I humbly hope it appears to you, my constituents^ that I have discharged my 
duty in parliament hitherto faithfully and impartially, and if so, I further hope il 

that at the appointed meeting you will do me the honour to give me that most / 

certain testimony of your apjMrohation, the putting me in nomination to he again 
one of your repreeentativesy and till then that you wUl reserve your votes entirely." 

This appeal nvas, however, disregarded, and Sir Henir Grey was nomi. 
nated in conjunction with Sir Wm. Middleton, and bacKed by an interest 
too powerful for Mr. AUgood to contend with." The joint (xodidates, in 
an address published after the meeting, boast of — 

*' Having been unanimously approved of by the most numerous meeting of the 
gentlemen, clergy, and freeholders that ever assembled here on a like occasion." 

The two Whig candidates were returned ivithout opposition April \ 

18th, 1754. Lord Ossulston had, in the meantime, succeeded to the 
peerage by the death of his father, March 14th, 1753. Mr. AUgood 
received the honour of knighthood in 1760, on the accession of Geo. III. 



1757.— GEORGE SHAFTOE DELAVAL, OF BAVINGTON, mee SIB 

WM. MIDDLETON, BART. 

Sir Wm. Middleton died Sept. 28th, 175*J, and a county meeting was 
held at Morpeth on the 17th of December following, at which George 
Shaftoe Delaval, Esq. was unanimously approved of as his successor. He 
was elected Dec. 21st, without opposition, being then Colonel of the North- 
umberland Militia. He served the office of High Sheriff of the County in 
1740, and was nephew of William Shaftoe, of Bavington, Esq. whose estate 
was forfeited for rebellion in 171^» stnd purchased by his brother-in-law 
Admiral Delaval, who left it to his nephew on condition of his assuming 
the name and arms of Delaval instead of Shaftoe. He was first cousin 
to Sir Francis Blake Delaval, who represented the county in I7I6. Mr. 
Delaval adopted the Whig politics of his mother's family.

At the quarter sessions at Morpeth, Jan. 15th, 1761, Mr. Delaval and 
Sir Henry Grey were unanimously approved of as candidates for the 
representation of the county, and were re-elected April 9th, without 
opposition.

GEORGE SHAFTOE DELAVAL, ESQ. SIR EDWARD BLAGEETT, 

BART. 

On the 11th of July, 1767^ Sir Henry Grey published an address, an. 
nouncing his intention of retiring from parliament at the next general 
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election^ in consequence of the precarious state of his health. On the 
23rd of the same month Abraham Dixon> Esq. of Belford, announced 
himself as a candidate. At a county meeting held at Morpeth on the 24th 
of September^ Sir Edward Blackett^ Bart, was approved of by a very 
great majority as a candidate in conjunction with Mr. DelavaL Mr. 
Dixon, however^ persisted in his determination of contesting the county 
until the 8th of October^ when he published an address, intimating that 
many of his friends thought it would be too bold and hazardous an 
attempt for him singly to withstand the opposition set up against him 
on the 24th of September^" and he therefore declined a contest. Mr. 
Delaval and Sir Edward Blackett were accordingly returned without 
opposition on the 3rd of March^ 1768. Thus^ after the representation 
had been for thirteen years, since the retirement of Mr. AUgood^ ex- 
clusively in the hands of the Whigs, it was now divided with the general 
consent of both parties. This arrangement met with the approbation of 
the Duke of Northumberland, whose son, the Earl Percy^ entertained the 
members and most of the principal gentlemen of the County at Alnwick 
Castle the following day. Sir Edward Blackett was the fourth baronet, 
and acquired the Matfen estate by his marriage with Ann, daughter and 
heiress of Oley Douglas, Esq., who was member for Morpeth in 1713. 
Mr. Dixon had served the office of high sheriff in 1759. 

14th Georos III. 1774. 
LORD ALGERNON PERCY. SIR WILLIAM MIDDLETON, BART. 

Both the former representatives declined to come forward i^ain on the 
ground of ilLhealth,* and four new candidates offered themselves ; Lord 
Algernon Percy, the second son of the Duke of Northumberland, (at 
whose death he became Earl of Beverley), Sir John Hussey Delaval, 
Bart, (created Lord Delaval, an Irish Peerage, in 1783, and made a Peer 
of the United Kingdom in 17S6\ who had sat in three parliaments for 
Berwick-upon-Tweed, Sir William Middleton, Bart, nephew of Sir 
William Middleton, who represented the county from 1722 to 1757> and 
William Fenwick, Esq. son of John Fenwick, Esq. Member for North- 
umberland from 1741 to 1747* The merits of the contest, which was 
rather personal than political in its nature, will be best understood from 
a perusal of the papers published at the election, which were collected at 
the time and re-printed with the poll book in 1826. Lord Algernon 
Percy and Sir John Delaval were supported by the Tory party, the 
grandfather of the one (Lord Hertford), and the father of tne other (Sir 
Francis Blake Delaval), having represented the county on the Whig 
interest. Their opponents were the son and nephew of the champions of 
the two parties in 1734, the plea for their union being an alleged attempt 
on the part of the Duke of Northumberland to impose two members on 
the county. The result of the poll, which commencnd on the 13th of 
October and lasted nine days, was as under :-—

* Geo. Shaftoe DeUyal, Esq. died at BayingtoD, January U, 1768, ag«d 80 yean. 
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Sir William Middleton had thus a majority of sixteen above Sir John 
Delaval. In the nearly .balanced state of parties this result was brought 
about by the influence of Abraham Dixon, Esq. the unsuccessful candidate 
at the previous election. He had created on his estate at Belford a large 
number of votes by granting leases for lives. The number of freeholders 
who voted on these qualifications was fifty-five, every one of whom voted 
for Middleton and Fenwick, with the exception of two, who polled for 
Percy and Middleton. The Belford estate was acquired by purchase by 
his father, Abraham Dixon, an opulent merchant in Newcastle.

On the vacancy occasioned by the accession of Lord Algernon Percy 
to the peerage, June 6th, 1786, Sir Henry Grey, the former representa- 
tive of the county, addressed the freeholders on behalf of his nephew, 
Charles, son of General Sir Charles Grey, K.B. of Falloden, who was at 
that time on the continent. A county meeting was held at Morpeth on 
the 4th of July, at which Mr. Grey was present. He was proposed b^ 
Admiral Roddam, of Roddam, and seconded by Mr. Grey, of Backworth, 
and unanimously approved of by the meeting. Two days afterwards he 
was elected. His speeches on both these occasions are reported in the 
Newcastle papers of the day ; they possess, however, no interest except 
as the maiden efforts of a man afterwards so highly distinguished for his 
eloquence. Mr. Grey pftblished an address of thanks, as did also his 
uncle. Sir Henry Grey, for the '' honour done him and his family in 
electing his nephew." At the same time Mr. Grey *' presented his com- 
pliments to the ladies and gentlemen, and hoped to have the honour of 
their company at a ball on Thursday the 20th of July at Alnwick."

Sir William Middleton died 7th of July, 1795, and Mr. Beaumont 
announced himself a candidate for the representation of the county on the 
24th of the same month. He offered himself as '^ unconnected with any 
party." He was, however, during his long parliamentary career, a constant 
supporter of Tory principles. By his marriage with Diana, daughter of Sir 
Thomas Wentworth Blackett, Bart, he succeded to the immense property 
and influence of the Blackett family, the former head of which. Sir Walter

Blackett, was looked upon as the leader of the County or Tory party in 
Northumberland^ and mainly contributed to the return of Mr. Allgood in 
1748. Mr. Beaumont was returned without opposition on the 14th of 
August. He was Lieutenant.Colonel of the Twenty-first Light Dragoons^ 
which regiment he raised from his own tenantry.

30th, on the death of Mr. Vox, and was again re-elected without 
opposition.

Lord Percy was called up to the Honse of Peers March 17th^ as Baron 
Percy^ and succeeded to the Dukedom of Northumberland on the death 
of his father^ lOth July^ 1817* Sir Ghas. Monck was elected without 
opposition, April 13th^ 1812. He is the eldest surviving son and heir of 
Sir Wm. Miadleton^ Bart, by Jane, daughter and heiress 6f Laurence 
Monck^ £sq.^ and came in on the old Whig interest.

Mr. Brandling died suddenly at Gosfbrth House on the Ist of February. 
He had represented Newcastle-upon-Tyne in the four Parliaments pre- 
ceding 1812, when he retired. He was Lieutenant-Colonel of the North, 
umberland and Newcastle Volunteer Cavalry, which he raised in the 
year 1819. On the 2nd of February, the Hon. H. T. Liddell, eldest son 
of Lord Ravensworth, offered his services to the freeholders, and on the 
same day Lord Howick, the eldest son of Earl Grey, dedared himself a 
Candidate. On the 11th of the same month Loara Howick withdrew, 
and Matthew BeU, Esq. of Woolsinston, announced his intention of con- 
testing the County with Mr. LiddeU. Mr. Bell was nephew of the late 
Member, Mr. Brandling; the politics of both Candidates were Tory, differ- 
ing only on the subject of the Roman Catholic Claims, of which Mr. Liddell 
was the advocate, Mr. Bell the opponent. The election commenced on 
the 21st of February, and continued thirteen days, the numbers at the 
close of the poU being for Mr. Bell, 1,186; for Mr. Liddell, 1,150.

Mr. Liddell was not in the first instance a Candidate, being unwilling 
to incur a second time the heavy expense of a contest, but in consequence 
of requisitions from the freeholders in all parts of the County, bearing the 
signatures of upwards of 600 persons, he was induced to come forward. 
His address, announcing his acceptance of the invitation, bears date the 
13th of March. Mr. Beaumont, the late member, and Lord Howick, 
were also candidates, and the contest was distinguished for the slight in. 
fiuence which political considerations had in determining the result ; by 
far the largest proportion of the split votes being between Mr. Liddell 
and Mr. Beaumont on the one side, and between Mr. Bell and Lord 
Howick on the other. The personal considerations which influenced the 
candidates and the electors will be best understood by a reference to the 
addresses, speeches, and other papers which were published with the poll- 
book. A county meeting was held at Morpeth, at the requisition of the 
friends of Lord Howick and of Mr. Bell, on the 19th of June, " to take 
into consideration who may be deemed proper persons to represent this 
county in the ensuing Parliament." The show of hands was, however, in 
favour of Mr. Liddell and Mr. Beaumont. The election commenced at 
Alnwick on the 20th, when the show of hands was in favour of Lord 
Howick and Mr. Liddell. Lord Howick retired from the contest on the 
12th day of the poll, the numbers then being —

but not without a slight opposition, for Matthew Culley, of Coupland 
Castle, Esq. canvassed the county on the Reform side, but finding he was 
not sufficienty supported, he withdrew. 

Lord Howick was Under Secretary of State for the (^olonies from 
1830 to 1833, when he resigned that office, in consequence of his not being 
able to concur in Lord Stanley's plan for the emancipation of the slaves.
